Tar and Feathers Warning. | 

Wartlier in the day the vigilantes had 
issued a warning to Romer. If he re- 
turned, they said, he would be given @ 
coat of tar and feathers and ridden on a 
rail. They were ready for him, but he 
also was prepared. 

The first news of his coming was de- 
livered by a resorter who had left Chi- 
cago on the afternoon train with him. 
Romer got off at Round Lake, two miles 
below the Long Lake station, however, 
and drove direct to his cottage in a bus. 
He got into his launch and went across 
to meet the evening train, which bore 
his wife, bis three deughters, and three 
three grown sons. 

He did not tie up at the Stanton hotel 
landing—the management issued an order 
forbidding thie on Thursday—and he did 
not speak to any of the cottagers whom 
he had known for years. The members 
of his family entered the launch and went 
streight to his entire, 9 eatle ont a halt 
away.

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The picture shows the engineer's 
station in front of the twin engines 
which operated the screws of the 
Eastland. At the top is the twisted 
standard of what once was a light. 
Figure 1 indicates the automatic sig» 
nal system by which the captain 
‘transmitted his orders from the 
bridge. There are two indicators 
governing the port and starboard en- 
gines. When the captain pulls the 
handle of his indicator to a certain 
order the arrow om the engineer's in- 
dicator automatically points to that 
signal. The engineers then draws the 
handle below the indicator te the 
point designated by the arrow. This 
automatically moves an arrow on the 
bridge, so that the captain will know 
hie order has been received and 
heeded. : 

The picture clearly shows what had 
happened just before the calamity. 
The Eastland had been tipping toward 
its watery plunge for twenty minutes. 

“ Stand by ” is the customary order, 
immediately followed by the order to 
start the engines. It means “ get 
ready to start.” 

Engineer Erickson had recetved the 
order. His own indicator handle 
shows that hé had notified the cap- 
tain he was ready to start.

Figure 3 shows two of the ten valves 
that lead from the seacock to the 
empty ballast tanks. These valves 
were not even equipped with handles.

The testimony of the engineer was 
that they did not use these ballast 
tanks because they were a iittie bit 
hard to handle.

“The undersigned, the secretary of 
state of the United States, the embasea- 
dors extraordinary and plenipotentiary 
of Brazil, Chile, and Argentina, and the 
envoys extraordinary and ministers plen- 
Ipotentiary of Bolivia, Uruguay, and 
Guatemala, accredited to the government 
of the United States of America, acting 
severally and independently, unanimous- 
ly send to you the following communi- 
cation: 

“Inspired by the most sincere spirit 
of American fraternity and convinced 
that they rightly interpret the carnest 
wish of the entire continent, have met 
informally at the suggestion of the see- 
retary of state of the United States to 
consider the Mexican situation and to 
ascertain whether their friendly and 
disinterested help could be successfully 
employed to reéstablish peace and con- 
stitutional order in our sister repablic.

“In the heat of the frightful struggle 
which for so long has steeped in blood 
the Mexican soil, doubtless all may well 
have lost sight of the dissolving effects 
of the strife upon the most vital condi- 
tions of the national existence, not upon 
the life and liberty of the inhabitants, 
but on the prestige and security of the 
country. 

“ We can not doubt, however—no one 
can doubt—that in the presence of a 
sympathetic appeal from their brothers 
of America, recalling to them these dis- 
astrous effects, asking them to save their 
motherland from an abyss—®o one can 
doubt, we repeat, that the patriotiem uf 
the men who lead or aid inany way the. 
bloody strife will not remain unmoved; 
no one can doubt that each and every 
one of them, measuring in his own con- 
science his share in the responsibilities 
of past misfortune and looking forward 
to his share in the glory of the pacifica- 
tion and reconstruction of the country, 
will respond, nobly and resolutely, to 
this friendly appeal and give their best 
efforts to opening the way to some gav- 
ing action.

Brownsville, Tex., Aug. 14.—-Mexican 
border “bad men™ today received two 
significant warnings that their attempt to 
start a revolution in southern Texas has 
failed. J. M. Fox, captain of Texas 
rangers, telephoned early tonight from 
Raymondville, a few miles north of here, 
the following short meseage: 

“We got another Mexican—but he’s 
dead.” 

From other sources it was learned that 
this Mexican was found on a ranch near 
Raymondville and that he wae connected 
with a band which raided sectioys north 
of here early this week, 


Mexican Foe of Raiders. 

‘Another warning came from Gen. E. P. 
Nafarrate, commander of the Carranza 
troops ‘at Matamoros, who announced 
through the Mexican consulate here that 
he is trying to aid in stopping Mexican 
eutlaws from escaping into Mexico, 
Gen. Nafarrate tonight said he would 
give orders that no armed Mexicans be 
permitted to cross the Rio Grande from 
the American side except at regular ports 
of entry. 
“If they do cross,” Mafarrate said, 
“they will be regarded as bandits, and 
you know what happens to a bandit.” 

A new angle on the causes of the Texas 
border revolution was furnished today by 
J. H. Johnson, United States consul at 
Matamoros. He eaid that many people 
in this section believe that the outbreak 
was worked up in part by so-called Huerta 
followers. who fora year have been exiles 
residing the Texas border. Some 
of these exiles, he said, appeared to hope 
that they might regain their prestige in 
Mexico if trouble was etirred up with 
the United Statee.

Autopsy Is Lengthy. 
The autopsy on the ship was continued 
until late at night. 
None of the government officials would 
permit themselves to be quoted on the 


causes of the disaster? From another 
source, however, it was learned the tech 
nical inspection of the vessel has corrob- 
orated the testimony of witnesses before 
the coroner's and the state grand juries. 
It is said the technical experts are of 
the opinion that criminal negligence ex- 
ists on the part of some of the owners and 
some of the boat's officers. Because of 
the inadequacy of the steamboat inspec- 
tion service, no blame is directed at the 
inspectors involved, but rather at the 
system. 

Among the discoveries of the experts is 
reported to be the fact that certain of the 
ballast tanks did not work properly and 
that they were not efficiently manipulat- 
ed. Another discovery, made in part by 
theoretical computations, is said to be 
that the metacentric height of the veasel 
is much shorter than it should be to in- 
sure safety. 


Know Boat’s Condition. 
“ All that I can say,”’ commented Mr. 
Clabaugh, as he stepped from the righted 


interior, “is that we are now in posses- 
sion of facts which show us exactly what 
the condition of the boat was when it 
tipped over. The data of the divers and 
the experts will be the best kind of evi- 
dence in checking up on the testimony of 
witnesses before the grand jury or in 


court. 

“ We have practically completed our in- 
vestigation. I want, however, to have 
other engineers inspect the boat tomorrow 
and Monday. I expect we will be able to 
turn it over to the owners on Tuesday.”

correspondence between M. B. Claussen 
and Dr. Albert. Claussen was publicity 
manager of the Hamburg-American 
Steamship line at the outbreak of the 
war. 

Last October it was announced that 
“at the request of prominent citizens 
of German-American birth or descent,” 
Claussen had opened the German informa- 
tion. bureau at the Hotel Astor for the 
purpose of disseminating “impartial 
news about the war" and “keeping the 
American public mind from being preju- 
diced." He issued many statements. 

In & letter sent by Claussen to Dr. Al- 
bert, Claussen advises him that he had 
obtained a thirty day option without cost 
for ‘“‘a controlling interest” in the Amerli- 
can Press association, a $1,600,000 cor- 
poration with a main office In New York 
and seventeen branch offices and plants 
in the principal cities of the United States. 

The price, according to Claussen, was 
to be $900,000, or $100,000 less than would 
be required to install a news service by 
means of tickers, the patents for which 
are controlled by the American Press as- 
sociation. “There are only two news 
tickers suitable for this work,” said 
Claussen, “the others being controlled by 
the Central News company, which is an 
English corporation.” 


Wanted Deal Kept Secret. 

“Mr. C. [Courtland] Smith, the prest- 
dent of the American Press association,” 
Claussen's memorandum said, “controls 
the majority of stock of the American 
Press association. I have impressed upon 
Mr. Smith that if I am able to raise this 
amount of money, it will be necessary to 
Keep the matter absolutely secret and 
that he must remain as president of the 
corporation for at least one year and 
possibly two, in order to properly install 
the news service throughout the United 
States. To this Mr. Smith agreed, the 
Salary being the same as he now re- 
ceives, $15,000 per year.” 
Claussen further advised the German 
financial agent that the American Press 
association reaches 1,200 newspapers in 
the United States, or one-half the total 
number, and that it maintains an im- 
portant advertising department. 
“TI desire to point out, if this propost- 
tion meets with the approval of the proper 
authorities, it is absolutely necessary that

knowledge of the transaction.”” he wrote. 

In conclusion Clausen writes: 

“My thirty day option expires on the 
15th of July, and I trust that before that 
time I may be able to take some action in 
the matter or drop it efitirely.” 

Claussen also made memoranda to Di- 
rector Ecker, the head of another bureau 
of the German official organization in this 
country, urging the purchase of the Amer- 
ican Press association and opposing the 
establishment of a new organization. 

“The time is not opportune,” said 
Claussen, “ in this country to start a news 
organization which would at once arouse 
suspicion and would become, like the 
Wolff bureau, known as a German organi- 
zation, and would be so quoted in the 
press throughout the country.” 


Extension of Ticker Service. 

Regarding the Claussen plan to extend 
the news ticker service “¢ the American 
presa, one of the German investigators 
to whom the plan was referred says 
it “has been a dream for many 
years. . the ticker is held in the 
utmost contempt in the newspaper offices. 

. no newspaper, no matter how 
small, ean get along with only the infiui- 
tesimal quantity of news that is physi- 
cally able to dribble through a ticker.” 

Courtland Smith, the president of the 
American Press association, is a well 
known figure in New York. His enter- 
prise for years has supplied “* boiler plate 
matter” to weekly newspapers in the 
United States and Canada. 

Two years ago Mr. Smith brought a 
slander suit for $50,000 against John C. 
Hammond, whom he charged with re- 
fiecting upon his ability as a newspaper 
man. | 

Denial Issued Smith. 

From Mr. Smith comes a positive denial 
that he ever gave an option to Mr. Claus- 
sen on the property of the American Press 
association or that his property is for sale 
toany one. He said that no one had ever 
approached him with such an offer as that 
described by Mr. Claussen and declared 
bluntly that if it had been made he would 
have rejected it. 

Proof that the German government 
sanctioned the subsidizing of American 
journals and journalists who were willing 
to impart a favorable aspect to their 
discussions of the war is revealed in cor- 
respondence between Von SBethmann- 
Hollweg, the German imperial chancellor 
at Berlin; Count Johan von Bernstoff, the 
German ambassador at Washington; and 
Capt. F. von Papen, military attaché of 
the embassy. 

Under date of Washington, May 31, 1915, 
Count von Bernstorff, addressing Capt. 
von Papen, sent a copy of a communisa- 
tion received at the embassy from the im- 
perial German chancellor through the 
foreign office and urged him to “ take ad- 
vantage of the opportunity.” 

Letter by Von Bernstorf. 

The communication sent by Count Von 
Bernstorff to Capt. Van Papen is as fol- 
lows: 

* Berlin, May 10, 1915.—Foreign Office.— 

From a third party I understand that the 
American journalist, Edward Lyall Fox, 
representative of the Wheeler News- 
paper syndicate, the American Magazine, 
and the flustrated Sunday magazines, 
would like to again come to Germany 
as press representative. From the infor- 
mation I have received these papers of 
his are in agreement as to this desire, 
but are not willing to pay the expenses 
of Mr. Fox. Inasmuch as this gentleman 
at the time of his last sojourn in Germany 
was of great benefit to us by reason of his 
good dispatches, it might be possiblé that 
the. German information service would 
this time as last time be willing to pay 
the expenses of a five or six months’ 
stay, which would be between 5,000 and 
6,000 marks. 
"I would respectfully request your ex- 
cellency to sound Mr. Fox on his inten- 
tions and to make Inquiries as to whether 
costs of his stay can be raised there in 
any way. I shall be glad to have a reply 
as soon as possible. If possible, by tele- 
gram.

Graves Arrested as Spy. 

E4ward Lyall Fox, writer, correspond- 
ent and lecturer referred to in the re- 
port above, became known through arti- 
cles on the arrest of the German spy, Dr. 
Armgard Karl Graves. 

The articles by Fox appeared fn Coll- 
jer’s, and were supposed to have been 


Fox and Graves made known the system 
of German espionage through a book 


called “The Secrets of the German War 
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written by both Fox and Graves. Later| 


Office." The manager of the “Wheeler 
syndicate today denied that Fox is con- 
nected with that institution. 

Among tle other activities of pres 
agent Claussen was the promotion of & 
plan to exploit the moving picture pr- 
duced by the Messter Film company 
which was financed by a loan of $22,000 
from German financial agent Albert te 
Claussen and his associates. 


Control of Film Concern. 

Under date of June 29, 1915, Claussen, as 
president of the American Correspondent 
Film company, Incorporated, at 40 Hast 
Forty-second street, wrote to Dr. Albert 
urging the appointment of his concern as 
the sole agent of the Messter Film com- 
pany in the United States, Canada, and 
Mexico, in order to show pictures favor- 
able to Germany and Austria in this coun- 
try to go with lectures to be delivered by 
Author Fox and one named Dawson. 

On the next day the loan was arranged 
between Claussen and Financial Agent 
Albert. Under the conditions of the con- 
tract for the loan the American Corre- 
spondent Film company promised to re- 
deem the same by amortization from its 
net profits from.-exhibiting the pictures 
and from the lectures and to accept no 
financial aid from any other source exeept 
with the permission of Dr. Albert. The 
officers and stockholders of the company 
were, in addition to Claussen, F. Malits, 
K. Fuehr, and Brown and Dawson. Tie 
loan was to run until June 30, 1916. 

Annotations on the loan contract be- 
tween Dr. Albert and the American Cor- 
respondent Film company indicate its ac- 
oe by the Austrian government offi- 

als. :

Letter from Paul Davis. 

The claim presented by Paul C. Davis 
in a letter to “ Geheimrath Dr. Albert” 
throws considerable light on a plan to

The letter is 
as follows: ; 
“ Dear Sir: My father, Mr. Geofge H 


Davis, has asked me to write to you about 
the matter of the acquisition of the Mail 
by Dr. Dernburg and his friends. 

“Though an attorney, I do not write 
as such, but to keep outside of this af- 
fair. In November, 1914, my father con- 
ceived the idea that Germany ought to 
be represented in New York by one of | 
the papers printed in English. He spoke 
to a number of prominent German-Amer- 
leans about the scheme and finally 
through Mr. George von Ske? got in 
touch with Ambassador Count von Bern- 
storff. Mr. Percival Kuhne acted as the 
head of the movement until it was found 
that he could not devote the necessary 
time to the matter in hand, and at fa- 
ther's suggestion Mr. Ludwig Nissen was 
substituted, 

Decided Upon the “Mail.” 

“ During this time the several papers 
that were on the market were canvassed 
and investigated, and we decided upon 
the Mail as the only paper that was not 


too expensive and did not have too many 


libel suits to defend, and the running ex- 
penses of which were not toohigh. We 
opened negotiations with the proprietors 
of the Mail, and proceeded until Ambae- 
sador Count von Bernstorff notified both 


Mr. Kuhn and Mr. Nissen that at that 


time nothing further should be done in 
the matter. 

“Mr, Nissen asked that negotiations 
with the Mail be discontinued, saying 
that he had been requested to do so, and 


this was done at his request, and the tet- 


ter of discontinuance and the answer by 
the Mail people were read to Mr. Nissen.

Berlin Confidential Report. 

Evidence that the officiale of the Ger- 
man government are still figuring upon 
the creation of some enterprise intended 
to overcome hostile sentiment toward it 
in this country is shown by @ confidential 
report, copies of which were sent to 
Berlin, the German ambassador, end to 
Financial Director Albert. This report, 
prepared in July last, givee an elaborate 
plan for the incorporation of an Amer? 
can enterprise which is to gather and 
disseminate news along the same lines as 
that practiced by recognized news agen- 
cles of impartial character. The plan 
contemplates the establishment of bu- 
reaus at New York and Berlin, the ex- 
change of news favorable to the German 
government, and dissemination of it 
throughout the Unfted States. It ie given 
to illuetrate the thoroughness of German 
calculation. It says: 

“ Although many great mistakes have 
been made and much valuable time has 
been wasted, I am convinced that the de- 
sired result can yet be obtained, for the 
principal reason that the ‘ pro-German 
agitation ’ has during the last few months 
accomplished much which hes been in 
the German interest. For instance, it hae 
. succeeded to convince,.the Driggs-Gea- 
bury Ordnance corporation in Pennsyl. 
vania that it is unjust to deliver ammuni- 
tion to a belligerent power if one is an 
opponent of war as such. This factory 
has repeatedly declined to deliver arms 
to France and England, in spite of the 
tremendous lose in money caused thereby. 


. Must Appeal to People. 

“In order to obtain our aim it is neces- 
sary to begin and carry through a press 
agitation which is adapted to the char- 
acter, the wial es, and the way of thinking 
of the American public. Everything must 
be communicated to them in the form of 
‘news,’ as they have been accustomed to 
this kind of propaganda. The value of 
such a press campeign in America, if 
carried out ‘by Americans’ for ‘ Amer- 
icane’ can be seen from the following 
concrete examples.

“ At present,” he said, “ we draw our 
defenders from three sources, which I 
detail in this way: 

“ First-Officers who have been in the 
regular service, volunteers, militia, ma- 
rine corps or men who have hed their 
military training and are now in civil 
life. The number is limited, 


Some Chosen by Tests. 

“Second, men who have qualified 
through specie} examination and have 
been listed by the war department as 
available for commissions. Their num- 
ber elso is small. — 

“ Third, men who have graduated from 
the agricultural and mechanica} colleges, 
at practically all of which military in- 
struction is given under en officer of the 
army. These instructions were endowed 
under what is known as the Morrell act, 
1862, d at a time when the country 
felt acutely the need of the trained ma- 
terial for officers. We have about 32,000 


students at schools of this type. 


“ Instruction in these schools vartes in 
quality and character. It should all be 
standardized and juniors and seniors giv- 


_ @D & period of intensive training.” 


Military Schools a Source. 

“ We have also a large source of supply 
in the military schools of the type of the 
Virginia Military institute, Norwich uni- 
versity, and state universities. About 
10,000 students at these institutions are 
receiving military instruction. Combined, 
these military colleges would give us a 
graduating claes of probably not less 
than 9,000 a year. 

“ Another source is a source which you 
have heard a good deal of lately, namely, 
the students’ military inetruction camps.

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COLLEGE WOMEN ALLOWING 
HUMAN RACE TO DIE OUT? 


Professor of Biology at University 
of Pittsburgh Asserts Per 
Cent Are Married. - 

| Pi Pa., Aug. 14-—[Spectal.}~— 

That there is little hope of continuing the 
race if the country is to depend on college 
women is apparently shown in an inves- 
tigation conducted by Rosweil H. John- 
gon, professor of biology of the Univer- 
sity of Pitteburgh. Prof. Johnson, after 
an exhaustive investigation, finds that 
from all the college girls there is contrib- 
uted to the race only four-ffthe of a child 
per capita, while among honor mudente 
the per capita rate amounts to only one- 
fifth of a child per capita. 

The investigation includes the marriage 
records of the alumna of Wellesley, Bryn 
‘Mawr, Smith, Vassar, Mount Holyoke, 
‘and Wilson. The sumber of marriages 
‘among the graduates of these institutions 
reaches on an average only 89 per cent 
of the totel. ~ 

“The number of children,” says Prof. 
' Fohneon, “ which are neceseary to main- 
tain a stationary population from these 
groups should be about 3.7 per woman 
student. Among the honor students only 
85 per cent of them marry, and from 
these only twe-tenths of a child is con- 
tefbuted.

- BERLIN. — (Special.}) — The military 
problem faced by Germany at the begin- 
ning of the war wasadifficultone. It had

but also behind it. 

It ja true that ft occupies a central po- 
sition and that, due to the excellent or 
ganization of its army and its railways, 
it can move more rapidly in any direction 
than can any of its enemies. 

A strategical situation. in which’ one 

force occupies a central postition, from | 
which it can move rapidly as a whole 
against any one of the several parts into 
which its enemy is divided, and thus over- 
whelm them one after another, before 
they can concentrate, is considereéd.an 
excellent one. 
. This is only true, however, when there 
ig mot a great discrepancy between nh 
total strength of the two forces con- 
cerned, and the force which is split into 
several parts i¢ practically entirely to 
the front of the concentrated force, and 
not both in front and in back of It, as has 
been the case with Germany's enemies 
ince the beginning of the war. 


Concentration German Method. | 

- Nevertheless, the only chance for Ger- 
many in her difficult situation has been 
the application of this same principle of 
holding all but one enemy as best she 
can, while concentrating everything on 
this one in an attempt decisively to de- 
feat him. 

Russia needed more time to mobilise 
than France; also Russia could make no 
@eneral direct advance into the heart of 
Germany until the pressure which the 
Austrians would bring on the southern 
flank of any such advanee had been dis- 
posed of. Therefore, the Germans de 
cided to attack France first, crushing it, | 
if possible, and thus be free to give their 
undivided attention to the defeating of 
Russia. 

The battle of the Marne prevented the 
crushing of France and ieft it still in the 
field as an active enemy who had to be 
dealt with. This was followed by the 
French and British attempt to turn the 
German right flank and to jom with the 
Beigians in Antwerp. 

Had they succeeded the Germans would 
have been driven out of France, and per- 
haps Belgium, or at the least would have 
found their position much more difficult 
to maintain. 


_ Stopped Flanking Movement. 

The Germans every where stopped the 
flanking movement, captured Antwerp, 
and put the allies on the defensive in 
northern France and southwestern Bel- 
g.um. 

Thus they recovered the initiative lort 
by the battle of the Marne. They prob-

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PESSIMISM IN 
BRITAIN GIVEN 
~ SEVERE BLOW

LONDON, July 29.—The ending of the 
parliamentary session was received with 
g feeling of general relief. For weeks 
the Harmsworth press had carried on a 
violegt campaign to compel the ministry 
to defer the close and shorten the vaca- 
tion time. This campaign was backed by 
small groups of irresponsible, supercriti- 
cal members, but when the time came 
for testing the strength of the malcon- 
tents there was an unchallenged division. 
There is general belief that this is one 
of the many symptoms that the campaign 
of pessimism has received a severe blow. 
This disposition to declare that the min- 
istry, especially Mr. Asquith, can never 
do anything right extends to the fierce, ig- 
norafit campaign on the cotton question. 
All kinds of ridiculous exaggerations are 
ysed, such as the statement that eyery 
of American cotton that falls into 
the hands of the enemy is used to kill an 
English soldier. The ministry is charged 
with almost willful neglect of the lives 
of the soldiers and the interests of the 


nation. : 

Apa matter of fact, the ministry is pro- 
ceeling with great caution, as it under- 
stands completely the delicacy of the sit- 
yation with America.

ricans. friendly to the allies, and 

listened respectfully to their representa- 

tions regarding political conditions in 
Hasty Action. 

Lord Robert Cecil gave strong indica- 
tion of the determination of the ministry 
not te be hustied into violent action by 
giving another Tory, who had attacked 
the cotton policy of the ministry, the se- 
yerest dressing yet administered to any 
member since the opening of the war. 

The feeling of pessimism which dark- 
ened the last week end regarding Rus- 
sia has been somewhat abated by the 
splendid and obstinate res‘stance of the 
Russian troops. Today no army is ad- 
mired or cheered with greater enthusiasm. 
This sanguine estimate of the Rugsian 
army accounts for the fact the-English 
view regarding the German campaign 
against Russia now begins to coincide 
with that steadily preached by Russian 
commanders—that whatever moral effect 
the fall of Warsaw, or any other city, 
might have in cheering the domestic feel- 
ing of Germany, the Russian resistance 
would not be seriously broken, and that 
Russia would maintain her armies in 
being and continue to hold in check so 
many Germans as to make a transfer of 
any large number of German troops tothe 
western front impossible. 

Lioyd George's sensational statement 
regarding gigantic additions to ammun!- 
tion factories, while renewing the criti- 
cism that the step ought to have been 
taken earlier, is found to be encouraging 
as showing, clearer than anything, the 
settled determination of England to face 
a prolonged war. It banishes all possi- 
bility of misconception that England, or 
any of her allies, contemplates, or even 
tolerates, the mention of an early indeci-: 
sive peace. 


Labor Leaders Promise Aid. 

Lloyd George's courageous complaint 
that the workingmen are not yet pro- 
ducing ammunition to the full possibil- 
ity, owing to strict adhesion to old fash- 
joned union rules, excited the surprise 
and indignation of labor leaders, who 
would not accept the statement, yet they 
have promised again to lend full assist- 
ance to Lloyd George in whatever steps 
are necessary to bring the small minor- 
ity of “slackers” to reason. 

The immense gathering whereat Lloyd 
George stood side by side with miners’ 
leaders, notorious for their fierce ex- 
tremeness in times of peace, like Rob- 
ert Smilllie, the Ulster resident of Scot- 
land, is proof that Lioyd George's ap- 
peal for the solidarity of the nation has 
told at last. 

Another little sign of the times was 
Mr. Redmond’s demand for a share for

Victims of Locust Plague

PBDKING, China —[Special.}——There is 
& plague of locusts devastating crops in 
the province of Chili, and ali over the 
great Peking plain the farmers are mak- 

ing @ great fight against the pests. 

Any American farmer of the middle 
west who had experience with the great 
plague of grasshoppers that devastated 
that section of the country in the middle 
708 would be amused to see some of the 
devices employed by the Chinese farmers 
for capturing or destroying these locusts. 
The Chinese farmers area simple mind- 
ed folk, and place a great deal of reliance 
in methods that would only excite the 
laughter of the American. 

The Chinese lodusts are not of the same 
species that ravaged the central part of 
the United States in the plague of forty 
years ago. ey are larger, darker in 
color, and stronger on the wing. They 
seem able to make long flights easily and 
will travel from field to field on slight 
disturbance. , 


Settle on Cyops in Clouds. 
In the rich agricultural region between 
Peking and Tientsin the locusts are set- 
tling now in clouds literally like snow- 
flakes for density, and the poor farmers 
are working desperately to save what they 
can of their crops. 
For some time the vernacular news- 
papers have been printing suggestionsa 
instructions to the farmers as to how to 
combat the plague. | 
One paper gravely remarke that the 
locusts are in the habit of settling down 
at night in great numbers, and if the 
farmers go out early in the morning “ be- 
fore they have dried their wings, which 
they must dc in order to take flight again, 
a large number may be killed.’’ 
It is also @emarked that “it is a com- 
Paratively easy matter to take them with 
the bare hand.” 
It gives one a new idea of what is re- 
garded as possible among the Chinese to 
read this grave suggestion that the farm- 
ers should attempt to end the locust 
Plague by catching the pests with their 
hands. The population of Chili province 
is fairly numerous, averaging something 
more than 400 to the square mile, but even 
at that it strikes one ase a fairly large 
order, this gathering of grasshoppers by 
hand. | : a 
“Fly Paper” Traps Proposed. 


“ When locusts arrive in large num- 


bers,” says one Chinese ‘paper, “ they 
usually come like a hailstorm. In such 
cases the best method is to secure as many 
bamboo or other baskets as possible and 
hang them up on long sticks, after coat- 
ing them inside and outside with any 
sticky paste.”’ 

In other words set fly paper traps for 
them. 

Another striking piece of advice is to 
frighten the locusts away without giv- 
ing them time to lighd. 

“This may be done,” says the Chinese 
expert, “ by hanging’ up paper and cloth 
dyed in various brilliant colors. Noise 
made by striking brass instruments and 
utensils is also effective.” 

It was perhaps to be expected of a peo. 
ple who used to make war by the use of 
hideous masks that they should endeavor 
to frighten away the grasshoppers by 
stringing gaudy scarecrows over their 
farms. 

Chinese Joker’s Idea. 

It was undoubtedly a Chinese joker 
however, who brought forth the brilliant 
suggestion of trapping the locusts at 
night. 

“They may easily be found at night,” 


he says, “by putting up Nights. Like 
moths, they gather around a light, espe. 
cially on moonless nights. The best way 
is to place a lamp ip the path of the 
locusts, which can be ascertained easily 
by looking at the direction in which the 
hosts are traveling, and then digging deep 
trenches in front of it. 

* As soon as they see the light they will 
flock to it and thus fall into the ditch. 
But especial care should be taken in dig- 
ging the ditch to make as little noise as 
possible, for if the locusts hear it they will 
be frightened away and take an entirely 
different direction.” 

The method of fighting the pests in most 
common use in this province, however, 
is similar to what the American farmers 
have done when similarly plagued. 

The Chinese simply get as many hands 
as possible into the field to harvest the 
threatened crops ard then arm men,‘ 
women, and children with brushesor long 
poles with gaudy banners at the tips and 
send them sourrying back and forth 
through the fields, keeping the hoppers in 
the air as much as possible while the 
grain is gathered in. 

Also they have a fondness for “ burn- 
ing strong smelling stuff,’’ as one of their 
experts advises. And the average China- 
man is surely an expert on producing the 
“strong smelling stuff.” 
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cid receptions. This is partly in homage

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CHICAGO JEWS 
DENY FAVORING 
NATION OF OWN 


Leading Men of Race Declare 
Themselves Against Rut- 
. fenburg Plan. 


The dream of Pinchus Ruttenberg for 
establishing a Jewish nation—a dream 
which the Russian socialist is attempt- 
ing to crystallize into a reality by en- 
listing the sympathies and financial aid 
of Chicagoans—is not a dream that has 
the backing of the leaders among Ameri- 
can Jews. 

Ruttenberg was characterized as “ the 
man elected by the Jewish race,’’ But it 
seems that at best he has been elected— 
if elected at all—by a very small radical 
faction of it and is preaching doctrines 
to which the most prominent Jewish citi- 
zens of Chicago do not lend their moral 
support. 


Judge Mack Not There. 

It "was reported that Ruttenberg out- 
lined his views at a meeting Friday night 
presided over by Judge Julian Mack, 
Judge Mack was not in the city at the 
time and even if he had been here, accord- 
ing to his brother, W. J. Mack, he prob- 
ably would not have attended. 

Judge Mack is a member of the execu- 
tlve committee of the American Jewish 
Committee of Fifty, an orgenization 
formed for the purpose of uplifting the 
Jews and aiding their cause throughout 
the world. In the jast three months this 
committee has raised $1,200,000 for the 
Jewish sufferers in the war zone. 


Representatives in All States. 

This committee, composed of represent- 
atives from every state in the union, is 
not backing the movement which Rutten- 
berg has undertaken to agitate. Its pres- 
ident is Louis Marshall of New York, a 
leading attorney. Its executive commit- 
tee comprises such men as Jacob Schiff, 
the New York banker; Julius Rosen- 
wald of Chicago; Judge Meyer Sulzberger 
of Philadelphia; Dr. J. Magnus of New 
York, and Judge Mack. Adolph Kraus, 
president of the B'nai B'rith, an interna- 
tional fraternal organization, is one of ite 
sponsors. 

“ The aim of the American Jewish com- 
mittee of fifty is backed by the sentiment 
of all American Jews,” said Abraham 
M. Liebling, publisher of the Jewish 
Daily Press. ‘‘ Its members are not Zion- 
sts, nor are they radicals. It is not the 
desire of these men nor of American Jews 
to establish a new nation. Thes® men 
believe the Jewish problem in all its inter- 
national aspects will solve itself if once 
the Jews of European countries are given 
heir rights. 


No Congress Planned. 

“The committee is not planning a Jew- 
ish congress in Washington in October. 
That is merely a part of Ruttenberg’s 
own program. They are talking of o 
conference after the European war is set- 
tled, but this conference will not be called 
for the purpose of establishing a new 
Jerusalem. The committee is opposed to 
such a congress as Ruttenberg advo- 
cates.” 

Abel Davis, who also was reported to 
have attended the Ruttenberg meeting, 
denied that he was present. Other Jew- 
ish citizens potested against characteriz- 
ing Ruttenberg as “the elected of the 
Jewish race.” : 

“He is a good talker and probably Is 
sincere,’’ said one man. ‘“ But a national 
Jewish congress in Washington inside of 
two months? The idea itself is ridicu- 
lous.”’ \

THE CASE OF THE CARTOONIST. 

* Cartoons in newspapers are reasonably faithful 
indices of the political thought of the nation. They 
are theoretically directed in their appeal toward 
the entite circulations of newspapers, and they are 
So desigued to intluence thought quickly. 

But newspaper cartoons point out more than 
favorite policies; they indicate more than the spe- 
cific opinions of the groups which make up we 
nation; they offer a-clew to more than passing 
syuabbles over immigration and~neutrality, over 
national defense and extra-vational trade. By their 
manner, their technique, they go to the bed rock 
of our democracy. 

The cartoonist touches subjects which every one 
talks of. But he assumes nothing as to the intelli- 
gence of the person he addresses. Out of the far 
west comes a graphic treatment of the desolate 
situation of national defense. Mr. Wilsow, labeled, 
is standing in a gymnasium. In his hands is a 
medicine ball, labeled “prepareduess.” He is 
about to throw it to Uncle Sam, labeled, who is 
extending bis two arms, labeled “army” ani 
“nary,” respectively. In the gallery is Bryan, 
labeled. On the wall in the form of the rules of | 
the gymnasium is the phrase, “An ounce of pre 
vention,” etc. On the floor is a book which by 
its label concerns self-defense. 

This is not the only cartoon of the kind. The 
country over these same intricate, explicit draw- 
ings go forth by the thousands every day. An 
English cartoonist would assume that the whiskers 
of Von Tirpitz would identify him. The American 
will label him, will label the kaiser, Wilson, Bryan, 
anyone, every detail. The practice is virtually 
universal, and it raises the query whether the car- 
toonist has the public wrong or right. If hé has 
it right it is still in the nursery playing with 
blocks. The real power of the cartoon is that its 
symbolism does not require exposition. That is 
ignored. 

One difficulty may be that this nation has few 
types. The cowboy is fast departing; the ward boss, 
and the Boston child, etc. The cartoonist is handi- 
capped by his medium. There are few explicit 
symbols. | 

The labeling of the obvious may be justified by 
experience. If it is we must accept a disconcert- 
ing theory of American intelligence. It would be 
pleasanter to think that the lack was in the car- 
toonist. The obvious may appear mysterious to 
his timidity. Otherwise this is yet a nation of 
parishes in which even Mr. Wilson, Mr. Roosevelt, 
or Mr. Bryan cannot expect recognition unless 
they be labeled or announced. 


NEUTRALITY IN SWITZERLAND. 

The problem of the hyphenated American and 
its attendant difficulties has made our neutrality 
precarious. What must be the situation in Switzet- 
land, where all are hyphenated? In that little 
federation of states, as proud of the right of free 
speech and democratic government as we, the peo- 
ple have seen measure after measure adopted for 
the repression of individual rights in the interest 
of national! integrity. | 

With all our’ various nationalities, with all our 
old world prejudices and sympathies, we can hardly 
conceive of the desperate self-control which has 
been found necessary in that war surrounded state. 
Switzerland in its loose federation of cantons has 
always fought against centralization of power. 
Yet at the federal council held not long ago the 
chief of the political department warned the peo- 
ple that any conception of neutrality which per- 
mitted free expression of opinion could not be 
tolerated. This policy ia tantamount to prohibition 
of free speech and free press. Recitals of war ex- 
periences even before privately invited gatherings 
have been forbidden. | . 

Criticism of anything but the most anemic kind 
is considered little short of sedition. 

The situation in the United States will never be, 
of course, so extreme. But violent expression of 
opinion, either pro-ally or pro-German, can scarce- 
ly help us. We should learn from Switzerland and 
for the anke of free speech practice restraint. 


MUSIC AND PROGRAMS.

Much of the criticism of the British is not well 


informed or thoughtful. Properly it ought to be 
directed against methods and principles which were 
adhered to in peace and not against what bas been 
done since the war began. The British have worked 
as well under their scheme as they could work, 
and, what makes their case interesting to us, much 
better than we could expect to work. 


We have the same ideas that the British are 


| finding faulty, We rely upon a navy for defense, 
but they made theirs equal to the work and we 
do not. They have fought all their wars with their | 
navy, their money, and a comparatively small pro- 
fessional army, augmented as need be by vol- 
unteers. 


Evidently the system worked well. It carried the 


British empire safely through its own difficulties 


and through continental wars. It was established 


as sound British tradition that the navy, money, 


and a small army would meet any need which the 
empire might face. 
Other nations which were not so happily sit- 
uated might have to bear greater burdens and suf- 
fet more, but it was not necessary that war should 


make an extraordinary change in British life. Tra- 
dition supported this theory. 


For a long time in the present war the British 
thought they were doing extraordinarily well. They 
had furnished more soldiers in a continental war 
Their army had 


A great deal of this is true, but what was enough 


to do in other wars is not enough for this one. 
Several centuries of tradition, experience, 
thought, however, cannéf-be discarded even in a 
year, and the British, particularly the English. 
cannot convince themselves that their system is 
wrong. 


Americans are not in position to criticize the 


British. What thoughtful Englishmen now know 
is a danger to the empire will be a danger to this 
republic in time of serious emergency. 


We cherish our form of social ‘organization as 


one of the highest good, but what is weak in it 


may threaten some day what is best in it. The 
British officer who wrote to the Chronicle had 
the conviction that he was not long to live. It 
would be difficult to have any hope in the trenches. 
but he was not despairing because of that. He 
despaired because what he was giving his life for 
was in danger in spite of his sacrifice and in spite 
of every sacrifice that had been made or would 
be made by men like him. 

France is as individualistic as either Gueat 
Britain or fhe United States, but if it had not 
made some/ effective compromises a greater part of 
it now would he administered by Germans. To 
preserve individual liberties it may be necessary 
at times to sacrifice them. The state may have 
to take the right of choice away from its citizens 
if it is to continue as a state. 

’ Americans onght to think of universal state 
service as something which merely extracts from 
the work of the willing the greatest efficiency and 
which imposes upon the unwilling merely an 
equitable share of the burden which ought to be 
earried by all.

Since then all trace of Lord Erne has been 
lost. If dead, he leaves a boy of 8 to succeed 
to his honor and es- 
tates, a little girl of 10, 
and a widow, who is 
Lady Margaret Gros- 
venor, daughter of the 
late Duke of West- 
minster and half-sister, 
therefore, of the Duch- 
ess of Teck, whose hus- 
band, the Duke. of Teck, 
is Queen Mary's eldest 


. The family still be- 
lieves that Lord Erne 
is alive and that he 
will eventually turn 
up; and it is for this 
reason that instead of asking the courts to pre- 
sume hig, death, as bas been done in analogous 
mases, they have demanded that a receiver should 
be appointed for his estate in his absence. 

The estates of the earldom extend over an area 
of some 50,000 acres im Ireland, and the late earl, 
like his father before him, was able to boast 
that he had never raised a single rental, while, 
when times were hard, he was always ready to 
allow substantial abatements; thanks to which 
the lords of Erne, although anti-Home Rulers 
and Orangemen, always lived in the happiest sort 
of understanding with their tenantry.

The lords of Erne ate chifes of one of the most 
ancient families in Scotland, the name of Thurs- 
tanus de Crichton appearing as a witness to the 
foundation charter of the abbey of Holyrood in 
1128, while a De Crichton was one of the great 
barons who swore fealty to Edward I. of Eng- 
land in 1296. ie 

When James I. of Scotland came to the throne 
he made a Crichton lord chancellor of Scotland, 
and it was this dignitary who invited the two 
young nephews of Black Douglas to a royal 
feast and then, while they were engaged at the 
repast, seized them and had them murdered. 
James III. elevated the Crichtons to the peerage. 

The world famed Admirable Crichton was a4 
member of this family and, as his mother was 4 
Stuart, he could boast of the royal blood of Scot- 
land. 

The murders, the dramas, and the tragedies of 
one kind and another in the annals of the historic 
house of Crichton would fill a book; and old Crom 
castle, the seat of the lords of Erne in Ireland, 
was the scene of niost of the affairs of this kind. 

The old castle, dating from the middle ages, 
was destroyed by fire in the cighteenth century, 
after having witnessed one of the bloodiest fights 
in the final struggle made by James Il. in Ire- 
land for the retention of the crown. 

Its ruins still stand on the ground, all shrouded 
in ivy, and the new and present castle was erected 
shortly afterwards, that is to say, in the earlj 
days of the reign of George III, and about @ 
mile distant, on an eminence overlooking Lough 
Erne, commanding one of the most exquisite 
views of the Emerald isle.

Another instance of disappearance similar to 
that of Lord Erne is that of Lord Willingdon’s 

eldest son and heir, the 

Hon. Gerard Freeman 

Thomas, licutenant of 

the Coldstream guards, 

who has vanished, with- 
out leaving either trace 
or clew, ever since the 
battle of the Aisne in 

France on Sept. 14 last. 

His father, who is the 

governor of Bombay, 

and his grandfather, 

old Lord Brassey, of 
‘whom he was a par- 

ticular favorite, have 

spent large sums of 

money in endeavoring 
to obtain some information as to his fate: and 
American Ambassador Gerard, at Berlin, and the 
members of his diplomatic and consular staff, 
have gone to no end of trouble in making re- 
searches, but without avail 

The young officer ts still set down as living in 
the various “peerages”™ and standard works of 
reference for 1915. But a few weeks ago counsel 
appealed on behalf of Lord and Lady Willingdon 
to the probate division of the High Court of 
Justice in London to presume the lad’s death. 

It may be recalled that his grandmother, the 
first wife of the present Lord Brassey, also is 
on record as having disappeared, vanishing in 
broad daylight from on board her husband's 
famous yacht, the Sunbeam, while it was on its 
way from Bombay to Melbourne, without being

First comes the answer to the question 
as to the recipient of the 9 cents. The 
cost to the farmer varied from 2.37 cents, 
the minimum, to 3.85 cents, the maxi- 
mum. The price paid the farmers varied 
greatly. In seme places the farmers were 
paid 6 cents a quart; in other places 4 
cents. Other prices paid the farmers 
varied from $1.10 a hundred, 2.25 cents a 
quart, in Jume, to $2.20 a hundred, 4.6 
cents a quart, in December. The cost of 
collecting. milk in the country, hauling 
it from the farm to the country bottling 
plant, cost frem 6 2-3 100 of a cent to3 100 
of a cent per Quart. 

The cost in the country plant, includ- 
ing pasteurization, was around % cent 
& quart. The cost of the railroad haul 
was about % cent a quart. The cost of 
the city plant was around 7-10 cent a 
quart. The lowest figure was 4-10 cent 
and the highest 1 1-8 cents. 


—- 

The cost of distribution to the family 
trade was around 3 cents a quart. The 
lowest figure was 2\% cents and the highest 
was 5 cents. The distribution was then 
as follows: 

To the farmer that hauled the milk the 
price per quart ranged from a minimum 
of 2.28 cents to 6.6. The average summer 
price was about 2.5 cents, and the aver- 
age winter price was about 4cente a quart. 
The railroad company got % cent. WHere 
the dealer owned the country plant, the 
city plant, and the wagon distribution 
service, he received about 4% cents; the 
lowest figure was 3% and the highest 7 
cents, 

ss 

The sum of the approximate figures 
amounts to 7.5 cents in summer and 9 
cents in winter. The farmer received for 
his milk on an average 2.5 cents a quart 
in summer and 4 cents in winter. Sub- 
tracting % a cent as the average cost of 
hauling to the bottling plant at the milk 
platform, we have a summer price of 2 
cents and a winter price of 3.5 cents. 

The average cost to the farmer for each 
quart of milk was 8.18 cents a quart. In 
figuring the cost of a quart of milk the 
account was charged with feed, labor, 
and overhead. The cost of the feed was 
three-fifths of the whole cost. The cost 
of the feed produced on the farm was fig- 
ured at the producing farm value, as well 
as it could be determined. Bought feed 
was figured at the market price plus the 
cost of getting it on to the farm. 

The next largest item was the cost of 
labor. That was figured at $15 to $45 per 
cow a year. Account was taken of the 
fact that the labor could not be otherwise 
used in winter. 

The overhead charges included interest 
on money invested in cow insurance, 
taxes on cow, depreciation of cow, barn 
rent, bedding, keep of bull, and incident- 
als. Pasturage was figured under the 
head of feed. Rent for lot, superintend- 
ence, Management, and water were not 
figured. 

The cost of a cow per year was figured 
from $86.94 to $162. 

Against this sum there were two cred- 
its. The average value allowed for the 
calf was $6; the average value allowed 
for the manure was $10. The net sum of 
keeping a cow was then divided by the 
average amount of milk produced, which 
varied from 3,500 to 15,000 pounds. The 
average of measurements by three dairy- 
men was 6,96L. 

~ 

It is evident that the farmer is not get- 
ting enough for his milk. The price paid 
him averages less than the cost of pro- 
duction. This does not mean that he actu- 
ally pays out in money more than he is 
paid per quart. It does mean that he sells 
his hay and grain to himeelf at less than 
the market price; that he pays himself 
and members of his family for labor less 
wages than he should pay; and that he is 
exhausting his soil, wearing out his build- 
ings and other equipments, without bank- 
ing enough money to replenish them when 
the time for replenishment comes. 

The system of collecting milk from the 
farms is rapidly changing to one in which 
motor trucks or teams collect for a neigh- 
borhood. 

—_— 

The investigation of the railroad milk 
hauling methods was made to discover 
whether the railroads were being paid too 
much or too little for the service they 
rendered. 

It was made plain that a leased car sys- 
tem in vogue in New England had served 
to prevent competitive bidding for milk in 
certain sections. There will be no objec- 
tion to this when other methods of con- 
trol have beén developed to replace those 
excited by competition. 


~~ 

The price paid to the milkman in that 
territory by the family trade averaged 9 
cents a quart. The price peid him by the 
milk store dealer was 6 or 8 cents and by 
the wholesaler 6 cents. 

In Boston half the milk is eold in cana 
to the wholesaler and the other half is 
divided equally betwen the family trade 
and the store trade. The portion of the 
milk which goes to the family trade in- 
creases as the size of the city decreases, 
In a town of 5,000 80 per cent of the m'‘!l* 
goes directly to the family trade. 

The importance of this point is the dif- 
ference in cost of distribution as between 
retail stores and family trade. It costs 
from 2% to 5 cents a quart to deliver to 
family trade. This includes the cost of 
collection, bad bills, lost bottles, and les- 
sened demand during vacation season. 

It costs from 1 cent to 2% cents to de- 
liver to the retafl stores. Some stores pay 
a charge per bottle lost; others do not. 
The dealer selis to the stores for about 2 
cents a quart legs than he gets from fam- 


The analysis cost to the dealer does not 
strike me as being as close as that of the 
cost to the farmer. The diagnosis is that 
there is bad management by the farmer 
and the dealer. Neither takes stock often 
enough; neither studies efficiency closely 
enough. The prognosis is not bad, if the 
patients ‘will take their medicine and fol- 
low orders. ° 

— 

The remedy is as follows: 

Milk must be a cleaner, better product. 
Most of it must be pasteurized. It must 
be graded and labeled and sold according 
to grade and label, as is done in New 
York, following recommendations of the 
national mitk standards commission. 

The producer must keep books. He 
must join a tester association. He must 
weed out the nonproductive cows and 
replace them with cows of more than 5,00 
Rounds capacity. The farmers shoulc 
have codperation gathering, collecting, 
testing, and distributing stations, to whic’ 
the milk should be hauled in codperative 
trucks. In this way they could set the 
price, weed out irresponsible buyers, 
stop bad debts, and, above all, work up 
the excess on certain days and in certain 
seasons with butter, cheese, and other 
products. 

These country plants, owned by the 
farmers, and costing $2,000 to $20,000, 
should weigh, test, and grade, pasteur- 
ize, separate, and standardize, and cool, 
can and bottle, and make butter, or other- 

wise use the surplus. The farmer must 
study to decrease his feed bill. 
a 

To the dealer the following recommend- 
ations are made: 

First and foremost codperation. 

Then cost accounting; substitution of 
the ticket system sale in place of the 
credit system. The suggestion for a mu- 
nicipal or central delivery company has 
not been tried in practice, and an exper!i- 
ment ulone would prove whether it would 
be satisfactory. 

The investigation quotes six reasons 
given by dealers who oppose a centralized 
delivery system. I would like to see them 
set against Williams’ reasons for a central 
delivery system, as proposed to the Wash- 
ington congress of international hygiene. 
I think Williams presents the better case. 


->- 

The second question was as to what the 
woman gets for her 9 cents. She getsa 
quart of milk containing from 838 to 90 
per cent of water, from 2% to 8 per cent 
of fat. from 3.9 to 5.5 per cent milk sugar, 
from 1.5 to 4 per cent of casein, from .4 
to .7 per cent of albumin, not casein, and 
from .6 to .9 per cent ash. 

When clean, cold, fresh, and pure, it Is 
an economical food for grown people. 
For growing people it contains the ele- 
ments of growth better mixed than any 
other single food. For infants less than 
a year old it is a necessity where mothers’ 
milk is not available. But if it {s old it 
is sometimes infected, often dirty, and 
nearly always high in bacteria! content. 

The diagnosis of the situation from the 
consumer's standpoint is far from satis- 
factory. The remedy which the consume, 
in increasing proportion is adopting is the 
use of milk powders, condensed and evap- 
orated milk. The Boston chamber of com- 
merce finds that the use of fluid milk is on 
the decline. 

The remedy is to do cost accounting on 
the farm and in the factory; to eliminate 
waste, to previde for a proper distribu- 
tion of the 9 cents paid by the consumer 
and then to fix-a proper price for a proper 
article and to see that the consumer pays 
it and that every interested person gets 
his proper share of it; to provide for better 
milk production, better marketing, and 
better inspection, both in the country and 
in the city. 

I hope the report will find its way into 
the hards of farmers and dealers all over 
the country. 

I wish to close this article by suggest- 
ing that-those interested get a full report, 
a pamphiet of less than 100 pages, from 
the Boston chamber of commerce. Post- 
age at least should be prepaid.

BOATS PASSING THROUGH 
LOCKS. 

Chicago, Aug. 11.—[{To the Friend of the 
People.}—Kindly inform me concerning 
the locks at Lockport, as I intend to pass 
through them in a motor boat on a pro- 
posed trip and would like to know what 
the toll will be.

Boats may pass over the sanifary district 
canal from Chicago to Lockport and through 
the sanitary lock at Lockport free. There they 
enter into the Iillinois and Michigan canal, 
which has a lock capacity of 100 feet by 16 
feet; a headroom clearance of 11 feet 6 inches; 
and permits boats of 4 feet 4 inches draft to 
pass. The tollage for motor boats is 8 cents 
per mile. It being sixty-three miles fron. 
Lockport to La Salle, the tollage through the 
canal for that distance would be $1.89. Boats 
passing through the Illinois and Michigan 
canal must be registered and the registration 
fee is $2.50 for boats under forty feet, $5 for 
boats over forty and under sixty feet, and $10 
for boats over sixty feet. The registration 
fee is good for the life of the boat so long as it 
sails under that name.

SOMEWHAT CRITICAL OF MR. 
HERRICK, 

Bloomington, Ind., Aug. 10—[ Editor of 
The Tribune]—No one can question Rob- 
ert Herrick's authority im matters of 
national psychology. As the author of 
a string of novels that purport to re- 
flect the temper of an insignificant part 
of American society, he must be listened 
to with deep respect. One wonders, 
however, on reading his latest irrup- 
tion, “‘ Popular Psychology of Peoples,” 
why he found it necessary to blacken the 
character of the English nation in order 
to bring out his astounding discoy- 
ery of the change that has been wrought 
in the character of the French. 

That sort of thing savore more of the 
cheap devices of the syndicate novelist 
than the studied utterance of a compe- 
tent observer. The phrase “those im- 
moral littl Frenchmen” was probably 
cooked up: by Mr. Herrick himself and 
Was never used by any Englishmen ex- 
cept those existing in his own febrile 
imagination. If used at all, it was prob- 
ably applied only to that small group 
of writers whose diseased talentg ren 
der them peculiarly worthy of the sym- 
pathy of Mr. Herrick. The French doubt- 
less will accept his rancid flattery at 
its true worth. 

Just a word, however, In reply to the 
sneers of Mr. Herrick regarding Eng- 
land's part in the war. Evidently he 
believes that everybody else possesses the 
same conveniently short memory that 
seems to be part of his own expert equip- 
ment. Nobody remembers France's ur- 
gent appeals to England for protection 
against the German navy at the out- 
break of the war. Nobody remembers the 
note of almost shrill thankfulness that 
went up from one end of France to the 
other when England refused Germany 4 
permit to ravage the French coast. 

Nobody remembers the blundering cam- 
paign iraugurated in Alsace at the open- 
ing of hostilities merely for political 
effect. No hysteria there! Nobody re 
members that the Belgian army and the 
British expeditionary force practically 
immolated themselves to stop the Ger- 
man advance into French territory. No- 
body remembers that France with e 
trained army of over four million sol- 
diers has made little visible progress 
towards clearing her own territory of 
Germans. And still, according to Mr. 
Herrick, they expect England to supply 
them with ammunition. One might al- 
most wonder where France would be now 
ff it were not for the Belgians and Eng- 
lish.

RESENTLY we entered the city and rode through the deserted outer 
boulevards past the railroad station, which is a mass of scorched 
ruins. The grass was growing thick and tall between the cobble 
stones which to one who knows the ordinary neatness of a French 
town betokens disaster; also the rank growth of the neglected 
public garden. Many of the comfortable houses in this resident part of 
the city seemed intact until one caught glimpses through windows and 
doors of the desolation within. Strips of tar paper tacked on roofs and 
over rents in the wall, the piles of rubbish in the gutters told of the 
efforts to clean up the damage—until the ruin got out of hand in the 
continued bombardment. 
Turning into a main street, which, except for the whining of the 
shells, was as quiet as the grave, we drew up in front of the Hotel du 
Nord, the only hotel sufficiently intact to be habitable, where our break- 
fast had been ordered. The landlady met us with a troubled face, not 
because of the bombardment—she was used to that for ten months, though 
she said it was a little worse today than usual. But the cook had taken 
refuge in the cellar, and our meal was not ready. She apologized for 
keeping us waiting. While we’ stood about in the little courtyard wait- 
ing for the cook to recover nerve the shells came faster, almost contin- 
ually. “Five a minute,” an officer remarked, guessing at the caliber by 
the sound of the explosions which came from every side. Some of them 
went Whining over the hotel and fell a block away, along the boulevard 
we had just traversed.

They have 
no place to go, The ones with money or any refuge got out long ago. 
When one has seen the plight of the wretched refugees from Belgium and 
northern France, tramping for days with babies in their arms, without 
food or shoes, it is easy to understand why these poor people cling des- 
perately to the ruins of what they know, sleeping in the cellars, moving 
about from one hole to another. “If we are shelled out, there is always 
some neighbor to take us in.” There are enough empty, half ruined 
houses to last a good while yet. 

To the very poor the place they know means everything. I think I 
should stay if I were they, with death dropping bombs any hour, rather 
than to take to the unknown highroad and the overtaxed charity of 
strangers. “The nights are the worst—you can't sleep when they begin 
at night,” one tired woman remarked. Another, a man who had joined 
us from one of the better houses in a deserted district, said: “One gets 
used to it. One gets used to most things,” and added apologetically, “I'd 
like to ask you in to have a glass of wine. But they hit me again this 
morning and tore things all up-—it really isn’t decent now!” 

He pointed to what had been a comfortable house in which a gaping 
hole had been torn. It was rather mussed up, his home, as my English 
friends would say. But it did not seem really important to him, except 
that it prevented him from showing us courtesy. I learned that he had 
recently lost a son at the front. All misfortunes become quickly relative 
in time of war. He said gently: “We hope it will be better for them 
afterwards, for the others, because of what we have suffered.” 


E went on through the terrible desolation of these ruined homes of 

the better class into the commercial and manufacturing quarter. 
The sub-prefect joined us as guide. He was a little man in 
black, who smoked a cigaret pensively. One felt that he wore 
black out of respect for his dead city. There was no anger in 
his voice, no resentment in his words, as he pointed out the ruins of Sreat 
stores, with their goods half covered by the debris of crushed walls; any 
more than in the attitude of the merchant who apologized for not offering 
us refreshment; no more than in the sad face of the priest at the cathedral

These people who still live on in Reims in constant danger seem to 
have got beyond resentment for their wrongs. They have accepted their 
own terrible fate and live in the faith that it will all end right soon, and 
that afterwards the country will be better for what the peoplé of this 
generation have suffered—a faith that nerfes these French people to 
their great effort, their perpetual sacrifices. 

Standing there in the silent streets of this dead city, which I can 
remember so busy, so proud, and talking of the bright future was the 
most unreal thing in-my life. The scars'of death and destruction on every 
side, the hope in the human heart, and the unseen enemy lurking a few 
miles away in his web of trenches, his engines on the other side of the 
gently sloping green hills ready at any moment to hurl shells out of the 
blue sky! 

A guard drove away the little children who came running after us 
as small children will., The guard drove them out of the roofless houses 
beyond the board barrier at the corner, growling: “Keep out, won't you, 
you little rascals! You'll get caught under some of these walls!” As if 
to substantiate his warning there came the rumble of a falling wall, and 
the children dashed off to see what had happened.

HAT use in detailing this pilgrimage through the ruins of Reims? 
It has all been told many times, and though each day it grows 
worse, thanks to the daily,;punishment of shells, and though it 
was all intensely human and significant to me, I could but repeat 
the inadequate words @f Others, It is desolation and ruin, the 
strange emptiness of the haunted desert! Fragments and memories of 
what was once complexly human and living like the torn members of a 
body. Think for yourselves of a city. of 130,000 people, old and rich and 
still full of life, in which today there is hardly a single house or store 
or factory untouched by shot or fire, in which over two-thirds are quite 
completely gutted, in which @ seapt sixth of the poorer inhabitants still 
live precariously in the céllarg. and ruined buildings. Each day they note 
the toll of their dead, for 3,000 cjvilians are said to have been killed or 
wounded since the bombardment began. 

Over all. reigns a strange silence, except when the shells whine and 
explode. As so often here in this war swept world, one feels both the 
littleness and the grandeur of men—the littleness of their deeds, the great- 
ness of their spirit. . . . . “ Yes, monseiur,” the hospital attendant told 
me as we drank a glass of beer in the dim hole he had led me to, “we 
have a lot of wounded, new ones every day.

What good was it to bombard Reims in the 
is not a fortified town. It has never been defended. Its destruction 
has not got the Germans one foot nearer Paris, has not defeated 
the French. Reims, they say, “especially the cathedral, is shelled when- 
ever anything makes the Germans cross, and that is very often.” 

A well known senator of the United States—what’s more, a bulwark of 
the Progressive party—who recently visited Paris for a few days, said to 
some distinguished men in the French government: “Don't tell me any- 
thing about your wrongs, how the Germans invaded your country, and 
how they make war, and all that! I am not interested in that side of the 
war. What I want to know is who is going to win!” 

It sounds, alas, quite American, “All I want to know is who is going 
to win.” (If that is what Progressives care for, it is just as well they 
have not yet won anything.) The honorable senator of the Progressive 
party no doubt is incapable of realizing that a nation might win its fight 
for life just because of the wrongs inflicted upon it by a ruthless enemy. 
This is a war of principles deeper than such Americans as this Progressive 
senater can comprehend, a war where the mournful sacrifice of a Reims 
will lead to an ultimate victory.

APOLEON was an artist; his material was reality. Goethe 
said with regard to him that there is a “ productivity in 
deeds,” not only in words, tomes, and colors. If anybody 
ever hed what the vulgar call “artistic temperament,” 
Napoleon did. When @ youth he wrote a novel, “Count 
Besex"; a story, “The Mask of the Prophet,” and par- 
ticipated in a Hterary competition the topic of which was 
“The Red) Happiness of Humankind.” A teacher of his 
compared the bisarre grandeur of his exaggerations to 
“ granite heated in a volcano.” Taine, who has character- 
ised his work and influence as thoroughly pernicious, 
calls him “a posthumous brother of Dante.” His domi- 
nating faculty was imagination. During his Italian cam- 
paign he saw himself “on an elephant, the turban on his 
head, in his hands a new Koran written by himself.” 
His nature was not originally cold and hard: on the con- 

or ‘uF trary, it shows sentimental weakness, especially so in 
the pbriod of development; but he early realized the truth of the melancholy 
word, “Tl faut que le ceeur se bronce ou se brise” (the heart must harden or 
break), and he trained himself to insensibility. 

He was indomitably passionate and knew no golden medium. His first 
love (for Mile. de Colombiet) was 80 tender, deep, and Jasting that he always 
conserved a predilection for a certain sort of cambric which his ideal had 
worn and when he was emperor favored the fabrication of it. Here is the 
occasion for quoting his own word: “Du sublime au ridicule il n'y a qu’ uh 
pas" (from the sublime to the ridiculous there is only one step). His adora- 
tion for Goethe’s “ Werther” was genuine. The bells of the angelus affected 
him; any reminiscence of his native country agitated him profoundly. Be- 
fore his divorce from Jogephine he “ literally bathed his bed with tears,” and 
the same man who had defied death in countless battles trembled with fear 
on his ride to Elba through the threatening populace of the French south. 
He said that he would become insane if it were not for his “slow pulse.” 
Then he did what every business man does: he cultivated this quality of a 
slow pulse, because he saw that without it no success was possible; but 
every how and then subjugated nature like a wild animal escaped from its 
cage and he indulged in viciougness, cruelty, and outbursts of elemental fury. 

As Goethe states that the poet without real experience of life has an 
inborn intuition of it so that he can picture it in its outlines, Napoleon says 
the great general does not learn anything; “Caesar acted in his last battle 
just as he did in his first.” In apite of his talent for mathematics and his 
never ceasing attention to details, one may safely assert that his activity 
was that of a somnambulist. He has characterised himself in these wonder- 
ful words: “Je suis une parcelie de rocher lancée dans l’éternité” (I am a 
piece of rock launched into eternity); he felt that there was a demoniac 
power in him; and as a philosopher said, “I do not think, it thinks in me,” he 
eould have excused himself, “I do not act, it acts in me.” 

This last descendent of the Italian renascence, who probably in the 
Bilysian fields fraternizes with Cesare Borgia, was blessed with all the gifts 
Nature lavishes on her favorites, but he had no sense of humor. “I have no 
feeling for the ridiculous,” he bogsted; “ power is never ridiculous.” He did 
not understand Mollére (Moli#re of whom Bolleau said to Louis XIV., “ Sir, 
Moliére is the only genius among us"); and I am tempted to cry out: “ Poor 
mani All he gained in life—was it worth what he missed?"

HIS is the only Nkeness between these two great strategists. The sense 
of humor was scat.tily developed in Moltke. I remember only one an- 
ecdote about Moltke which shows him as a joker (and what sort of a 
joker, good heavens!) Moltke was in*Bismarck’s room. Bismarck told 
him that the war against Austria was decided and asked him if every- 

thing was ready. Moltke affirmed and took his leave. At the door he turned 
around and seid: “By the way, do you know that the Saxons have ‘ges- 
preagt’ the bridge at Dresden?” (*Gesprengt” means “ blasted” as well as 
“watered.”) And when Bismarck showed his astonishment he added with a 
sly smile, “You know it was very dusty.” | 

If Napoleon was an artist, Moltke was a scholar. If Napoleon was a night 
walker, Moltke was always and intensely conacious. There is not about his 
personality the romantic glamour of the Napoleonic legend; there is not the 
fascinating power which even today makes us love or hate the emperor but 
forbids indifference. Moltke’s character involves no psychological problems, 
(Almost all the American statesmen were, by the way, interesting men with 
uninteresting sou)s.) 

That is why Moltke was always highly respected but never really popu- 
lar in Germany. He seemed to be a system, mathematics, logic, strategy in- 
carnated, but he was too inhumanly reliable for the taste of the multitude. 
He never surprised anybody by speech or action. Whatever there was of 
passion in him, he had extinguished it all. But if the spectacular, the pic- 
turesque, was lacking, there was not In his career the conflagration of Mos- 
eow, the horrors of the Beresina, the déroute of Leipzig, the breakdown of 
Waterloo. At the battle of Koeniggriits things seemed to go badly and Bis- 
marck would have liked to ask the commander’s opinion. As he did not want 
to ask bluntly, thinking probebly that the answer would be oracular, he 
found an expedient. There were two cigars left in his cigar box, one excel- 
lent, the other rather poor. He rode up to Moltke and offered him the box 
silently. Moltke examined the two cigars carefully and took—the good one. 
Not one word was exchanged, but Bismarck heaved a sigh of relief. 


FTER Moltke’s death Count Waldersee was nominated chief of the gen- 
A eral staff. He was a.“ political general” and hoped to become chan- 
cellor of the German empire one day. When the present emperor was 
crown prince he participated in the 5 o'clock teas in Count Waldersee’s 
house, where Stoecker, the anti-Semite parson, used to develop his 
plaas for the redemption of Berlin from modern atheism and Jewish liberal- 
inm. Waldersee was the man who poured venom into the ambitious soul of 
the young emperor with the words: “If your glorious ancestor had kept the 
Prince von Dessau at his side he never would have become Frederick the 
Great.” But his hopes were disappointed and he even lost all influence over 
the emperor. His successor as the chief-of the general staff was Count von 
Bchlieffen. He had done much to improve the understanding of the general 
staff and of the whole army for the op¢rations with masses. After his res~- 
ignation he had lived still seven years and wrote some essays about military 
history which are considered valuable by experts.

EAR soldiers, heroic children of the father- 
land, today is your festival, for it is the 
festival of France.

Triumph! 

One hundred and twenty-six years ago today 
the people of Paris, armed with pikes and guns, 
to the beating of drums and the ringing of the 
tocsin, pressed in a long line down the Faubure 
Saint Antoine, attacked the Bastille, and, after 
five nours’ conflict beneath deadly fire, took pos- 
session of the hated fortress. A symbolical vic- 
tory won over tyranny and despotism, a victory 
by which the French people inaugurated a new 
régime.

Hour of confidence in human goodness, of faith 
in a future of concord and of peace! Then did 
France reveal her true place among men; then 
414 she show with what hopes the revolution 
swelled the hearts of Europe. The fall of the 
Bastille resounded throughout the whole world. 

To Russia the good tidings came like the bright 
flame of a bonfire on some day of public rejoicing. 
In the proud city of Peter and of Catherine nobles 
and serfs, with tears and cries of gladness, em- 
braced one another on the public squares. The 


i French ambassador at the court of the empress 


he writes, “to describe the enthusiasm excited 
among tradesmen, merchants, citizens, and the 
young men of the upper classes by this fall of a 
state prison and this first triumph of tempestuous 
liberty. French, Russians, Danes, Germans, 
Dutchmen were all congratulating and embracing 
one another in the streets as if they had been 
liberated from some onerous bondage.” 

In England working men, the middle classes, 
and the generous minded among the aristocracy 
all rejoiced over the victory of right won by the 
people of Paris. Neither did their enthusiasm flag 
despite all the efforts of a government stren- 
uously hostile to the new principles of France. 
In 1790 the anniversary of the taking of the 
Bastille was celebrated in London by an iranfense 
banquet, presided over by Lord Stanhope, one of 
the wisest statesmen of the United Kingdom. ~- 

Dear soldiers, dear fellow citizens, I address 
you on this grave festival because I love you and 
honor you and think of you unceasingly. 

é * 

I am entitled to speak to you heart to heart 
because I have a right to speak for France, being 
one of those who have ever sought, in freedom of 
judgment and uprightness of conscience, the best 
means of making their country strong. I am en- 
titled to speak to you because, not having desirod 
war, but being compelled to suffer it, I, Uke you, 
like all Frenchmen, am resolved to wage it till 
the end, until justice shall have eonavered 
iniquity, civilization barbarism, and the nations 
are delivered from the monstrous menace of an 
oppressive militarism. I have a right to speak 


to you becuse I am one of the few who have 


never deceived you, and who have never believed 


that you needed ‘tes for the maintenance of your 


courage; one of the few men who, rejecting as 
unworthy of you deceptive fictions and misleading 
silence, have told you the truth. | 

I told you tn December last year: “This war 
will be cruel and long.” I tell you now: “ You 
have done much, but all is not over. The end of 
your labors approaches, but is not yet. You are 
fighting against an enemy fortified by long prep- 
aration and tmmense material. Your foe is un- 


’ gerupulous. He has learned from his leaders that 


inhumanity is the soldier’s first virtue. Arming 
himself in a manner undreamed of hitherto by 
the most formidable of conquerors, he causes 
rivers of blood to flow and breathes forth vapors

You are fighting for your native land, that 
laughing, fertile land, the most beautiful in the 
world—for your fields and your meadows; for 
the august mother who, crowned with vine leaves 
and with ears of corn, waits to welcome you and 
to feed you with all the inexhaustible treasures 
of her breast. You are fighting for your village 
belfry, your roofs of slate or tile, with wreaths of 
smoke curling up into the serene sky; for your 
fathers’ graves, your children's cradles. 

You are fighting for our august cities, on the 
banks of whose rivers rise the monuments of 
generations—Romanesque churches, cathedrals, 
minsters, abbeys, palaces, triumphal arches, col- 
umns of bronze, theaters, museums, town halls, 
hospitals, statues of sages and of heroes—whose 
walls, whether modest or magnificent, shelter 
alike commerce, industry, science and the arts, 
all that constitutes the beauty of life. 

You are fighting for our moral heritage, our 
manners, our usages, our laws, our customs, our 
beliefs, our traditions: for the works of our 
sculptors, our architects, our painters, our en- 
ravers, our goldsmiths, our enamelers, our glass 
cutters, our weavers; for the songs of our must- 
clans; for our mother tongue, which, with tn- 
effable sweetness, for eight centuries has flowed 


torians, our philosophers; for the knowledge of 
man and of nature; for that encyclopedic learning 
which attained among us the high water mark 
of precision and lucidity. 

You are fighting for the genius of France, which 
enlightened the world and gave freedom to the 
Nations. By this noble spirit bastilles are over- 
thrown. And, lastly, you are fighting for the 
homes of Belgians, English, Russians, Italians, 
Serbians, not for France merely, but for Europe, 
ceaselessly disturbed and furiously threatened by 


Germany's devouring ambition. 


The fatherland! Liberty! Beleved children of 
France, these are the sacred treasures committed 
to your keeping: for their sakes you endure with- 
out complaint prolenged fatigue and constant | 
danger; for their sakes you will conquer. ) 

And you. women, children, old men, strew with 
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B. C., Hannibal with 50,000 men vanquished the Roman army of 69,000 under 
Terentius Varro. He attacked the Romans in the flanks and in the rear and 
annthilated them completely. This was of course an admirable feat, but 
doubly admirable for military students because the battle was won against 
all obtaining theories. The greatest German military theorist, Gen. von 
Clausewitz, has said, “It is not advisable for the weaker party to attack the 
enemy concentrically,” and the greatest French military practician, Napo- 
leon, proclaimed, “The weaker party must not outfank the enemy on both 
sides.” Hannibal made these terrible mistakes and—won the battle. 

Schiieffen demonstrates how all the great generals of modern times 
have followed Hannibal's example. “Ordinary” victories do not satisfy the 
commander of today. “If soon after a victory a new battle ie necessary, and 
even after this the military situation is not materially changed, then these 
victories are not what we call a victory now. The important thing {fs to 
annihilate the enemy. The important thing is a Canna.” Fredérick the 
Great tried to obtain such a victory at Leuthen, but his army wag not 
strong enough. Napoleon in his rising period always knew how to bring 
superior forces to the battlefield, and this numerical superiority naturally 
engendered the ®utflanking movement. In 1966 Moltke obtained the decision 
of the campaign in one battle (Koeniggrats), and Sedan was a real Canna. 

Up to now nothing but “local” victories have been won in the present 
war. While I am writing these lines the German armies are trying to illus- 
trate Schiieffen’s theory in Russia, but the assertions of some civilian strat- 
— that the Russians are “down and out” are premature and presump- 
uous, 

History shows that strategy and tactics are influenced in all armies by 
the character of the nation and the economical and political situation. 
France is a good instance of this axiom. After the Napoleonic wars there 
developed a predilection for the defense. That was the natural reaction 
against the revolution and the revolutionary genius Napoleon, whose im- 
mutable principle had been the attack. The country was exhausted; the 


nation wanted stability at any cost. In the war of 1870-71 French strategy . 


and tactics were defensive. 

This tendency was favorised by the superority in numbers and the char- 
acter of the commanders. After the war the whole situation made for the 
defensive theory. As long as the French army was not as strong as the 
German and did not equal it in training there could not be any idea of an 
offensive on a large scale. So one tried to protect the country by a system 
of fortresses and forts. The always increasing effect of firearms and the 


natural ability of the Frenchman in using the ground for protection and ap- 


proach strengthened this opinion. 
* * 


UT in the course of time these factors changed. France recuperated 
economically, the army became greater and greater, immense sums 
were spent for its equipment, and the government, whatever its 
political combination was, followed Gambetta’s advice, “ Toujours y 
penser, jamais en pariler!”"—at least in its former part. The interna- 

tional situation had improved much. There was an alliance with Russia and 
an entente with England. A new generation had grown up which was igno- 
rant of the horrors of war and impatient to render France its old European 
position. 

Slowly the idea of offensive gained ground in the French army, and in 
1913 and 1914 there appeared three books of regulations which breathe « 
passionate spirit of offensive. (Condutte des grandes unités,” Oct. 28, 1913; 
“Réglement sur le service en compagne,” Dec. 2, 1913; “ Réglement de Ma- 
neuvre d'Infanteries,” April 20, 1914.) “The military history of France,” so 
we read in one of them, “ offers the most telling instances of the great suc- 
cesses to which the offensive leads and of the defeats which a passive con- 
duct of the war engenders. As long as we were guided by the doctrine of 
the offensive the most glorious successes were ours. - And since it was dis- 
credited with us it has furnished our adversaries the weapons with which 
they have vanquished us. The experiences of the past have borne their 
fruits; the French army returns to its traditions and acknowledges no other 
law for the conduct of operations but the offensive.” There are even ex- 
aggerations like this: “Mere defensive means sure defeat; it must be de- 
nounced without any condition.” Of course this is false, and the war has 
proved it sufficiently. There are always situations, moments, even periods, 
which imperatively demand the defensive. 

The second idea which dominates these regulations is the “ principle of 
annihilation” (Canne). “The military operations tend to the annihilation 
of the enemy.” “All strategical calculations aim at forcing the enemy into 
battle.” This conduct of war is “humane” in so far as it may sooner end 
the slaughter. Even the economical situation demands it. “With the mod- 
ern masses, with all the difficulties of nourishing and equipping them, with 
the interruption and destruction of work and value at home, it is necessary 
to end the war as quickly as possible.” It sounds plausible in theory, but it 
proves to be rather difficult in practice. 

“Not the uncontested possession of conquered territory can be the aim 


of a battle, but only the annihilation of the adversary; nothing but an ime«: 
We see the illustration of . 


mediate and strenuous pursuit can obtain this.” 
this sentence now in Russia, and it explains the German retreat from Paris. 
Even if the Germans had been strong enough to reach the capital (and prob- 
ably they were not), it would not have been of any avail from the purely 
military viewpoint. Paris and Warsaw and even Petrograd are not going to 
decide the war; the annihilation of the enemy alone can do it. 
; * 
OT the intellect, the character, gives victory. It is not necessary to do 
the best, but it is necessary to do something. The aiming at perfec- 
N tion ig treacherous; the main thing is constant activity and undaunt- 
able perseverance. All these ideas have been preached by the Germans 
for years before the French adopted them. But the Germans took 
them from Napoleon, and before Napoleon Hannibal! practiced them. A friend 
onee suggested to Count Schlieffen that this continuous harping on “anni- 
hilation of the enemy ” sounded a little barbarous and stupid, and the count 
answered, shrugging his shoulders, “Ja, es kommt eben immer wieder auf 
das dumme gesiege hineus!” (Yes, in the end it is always that silly business 
of winning.) 

If we could believe that the victor is always the best, the wisest, the 
morally strongest, the most useful to humanity, we would revere great gen- 
erals as gods and hail war as a divine institution. But I am not so sure 
that the survival of the fittest may be a law of nature, but the fittest who 
survive in the economical struggle are not always the most valuable human 
types. The defeated nation may be “greater” than the victorious one. Of 
course a German wants Germany to win, and so does an Englishman feel for 
his country; but if we look upon a nation as an individual we must admit 
that a defeat might improve its character and raise it to a greater height, 
while a victory might brutalize and lower it. However, this is too much 
philosophizing, and all the nations will answer me: “ We are willing to rua 


the risk!”

Donaghey Tells of the Human 
Aspects and the Lure of 
the Scotch Game. 


BY FREDERICK DONAGHEY. 

Of the making of many golf courses 
there is no end so far as the middle west 
‘@ concerned, and it is a safe prediction 
tnat within the decade the investment in 
the game, already enormous, will be dov- 
bled in the territory between Cleveland 
and Denver, with Chicago and vicinity 
the acene of most of the activity. Popu- 
lar interest in the game is growing with 
@ sort of geometric progression. Every 
man or woman who glays the game is re- 
sponsible in the course of a season for at 
least two recruits. The freak of golf is 
the man or woman who, having taken up 
the game and played it with either fre- 
quency or proficiency, drops it. The jure 
of the game from the standpaint of the 
recruiter is that it can successfully be 
rt up by the man or woman of 50 years 
well as by the bay or girl of 15. 
Newly interested writers have for the 
last three years been timidly suggesting 
that the investment in goif in the United 
States is welinigh equal to the investment 
in baseball. Even Walter Travis, who 
ought to-know to the ultimate farthing 
this aspect of the game, is timid when he 
puts into print his own amazement at the 
growth of golf. I printed in Tux Tris- 
UNE of May 30 last some data and statia- 
tics for the purpose of showing that the 
investment in golf was much larger than 
that in baseball, and already those fig- 
ures are what critics of literature would 
call “‘ dated.”’ 


Practitioner vs, Spectator. 

Golf's appeal is superior to baseball's 
in this: The former for enjoyment exacts 
participation, whereas baseball, save'for 
the paid and professional exhibiters of 
skill, is a game for the spectator. The 
oniooker may get frem baseball only a 
vicarious sense of cvmbat. He may thrill 
as Ty Cobb swats i: when most needed, or 
when Hans Wagner stoops to it, scoops 
it, and gets it to the baseman ahead of 
the runnér. He may know a rage impel- 
ling him physically to assault the um- 
pire, or a gloom so deep at the defeat of 
the home team as to take the savor from 
his food and the refreshment from his 
sleep. But his emotional reaction to a 
game of baseball is of necessity a second 
hand matter. The joy of playing, of win- 
ning, and of material reward belongs to 
the men who are practitioners for pay. It 
is to them the day’s work. 
The golfer plays his own game. The 
emotions. evoked are directly and essen- 
tially hisown. Nothing his opponent can 
within the rules do can affect for good 
or bad what he himself does. His drive 
of 200 yards has nothing to do with his 
opponent's drive of 300—or of 100. Only 
among the men who play championship 
golf is the stymie ever deliberate, and not 
often. When two play golf, or three, or 
four, it is each man’s game that is emo- 
tionally provocative. 


Why Does the Dub Persist? 
That a game which has certain definite 
boundaries should hold its allure for the 
poor player is one of the mysteries of 
golf. Thus, custom and usage and tra- 
dition and a fine regard for the measure 
of human endurance in this especial pas- 
time have combined to fix a law that an 
eighteen hole course shall run between 
6,000 and 6,500 yards in length; while 
the average arrangement and valuation 
of the hazards on a “ regulation ” course 
fix the par as between 70 and 75. Depar- 
tures from these figures are occasional 
and unimportant. 

Of a given 300 members of any one club 
of standard dimensions, 250 will play 
golf, day after day and season after 
season, from 90 upward against fifty who 
will run from 90 downward to par, ora 
stroke or two less than par. The per- 
sistency of the 250, and especially of those 
whose scores always are in excess of 100, 
is inexplicable not only to players who 
range from 90 down to par, but also to 
those who know nothing of the game save 
as they see it played and as they study 
scores. The eternal question of the good 
golfer and of the outsider alike is: 

‘* Why does the dub persist?’ 


“J’ve Found Out What’s Wrong—” 
I know two men who, within the week, 
played a round of golf and piled up re- 
spective scores of 118 and 128. One of 
them had two seasons of steady playing 
behind him; the other is in his first year 
of serious regard for the game. Both were 
rather blue when they finished the course 
—not the most difficult course in the Chi- 
cago district, by any means. They mixed 
not at all with the 6 p. m. crowd in the 
taproom. To cheerful inquiries of their 
clubmates as *‘ How's the game?” they 
replied, blankly: “‘ Not very good today.” 
It hadn’t, as a matter of truth, been very 
good the day before, or the day before 
that, but it was a bit worse than usual. 
An hour later, after the shower and ag 
they sat down to dinner, they made an 
appointment to play the next day. Both 
admitted that they had played pretty bad 
golf, but each had discovered hope in sur- 
reptitious and furtive examination of his 
score. One had played a difficult. four 
hole in par; the other had achieved a 
birdie on the testiest five hole of the links. 
They were by then as cheerful as the six 
or seven members who had done the 
course that day in par. 

“Just as we got to the seventeenth,” 
said one, “I got onto what's wrong with 
my driving. I got at least 250 yards 
“here—but too late to help my score.” 

“ That’s funny!’ said the other. “It 
was On the seventeenth I fourid out why 
I've been getting no distance with my 
midirom. I got back my form there, and 
put that second at least 150 yards clean 
to the pin.” 


Golf and the Post Mortem. 
Their little post-mortem duet told the 
whole story of why the dub persists. Each 
had played one hole in par or better; each 
had made one shot of which Evans or 
Ouimet would have been proud. One good 
hole apiece in eigateen; one good shot

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THE BICYCLE SCOUTS. 


HE long neglected bicycle is coming in 

for considerable attention among the 

Boy Scouts of America. Because of the 
eficiency of a properly trained troop 

of bicyle riders it ic pussible to extend troop 
hikes over long c:stances and to make the 
scouts familiar with the country over an 
area that withcut tne aid of the wheel would 
be fnaccessible. | 
A typical scout bicycle trip conducted with 
remarkable success and a great deal of -val- 


pable experience was taken last season by 


buys of Troop 92, Chieago, an organization 
of two divisions under-single troop number. 
The troop has twenty bicycle scouts and 
twelve of them made the trip accompanied 
and directed by Scoutmaster F. A. Morgan. 
The party of thirteen rode from their club- 
house to Davenport, Ia., and return, a dis- 
tance of 485 miles,-according to their eyclom- 
eters, in eight days. Seven of these days 
they spent on the wheels, while a half day

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GERMANY’S NEWEST SUBMARINES. 

ERMANY, forced by the stecessities 
GC of warfare against the great British 

fleet, has developed a class of super- 

submarines which exceed the powers 
of the ordinary undersea craft beyond the 
gteatest hopes of the early inventors. Ac 
cording to the best available information 
these new submarines—of the class of the 
U-36—are considerably over 200 feet long, 


carry oil engines of 7,000 horsepower, and 


have from 800 to 1,000 tons displacement. 

This new type of submarine has a surface 
speéd of from twenty to twenty-four knots an 
hour and a speed under water of at least 
twelve knots. They also are so fitted that 
the engines can be reversed from full speed 
ahead to full speed astern in a matter of ten 
seconds, assuring a facil.ty of handling that 
is an added measure of safety from the at- 
tack of the destroyers commissioned to bunt 
the submarine. 


These new submarines are fitted with four 
_ torpedo tubes, two mounted forward and two 


aft, firing torpedoes of 19% inches in diam- 
eter and with warheads charged with about 
200 pounds of guncotton or tri-nitro-toluol, 
the favorite German explosive. 

‘The new submarine is built with a double 
skin, placing the oil tanks supplying engine 
fuel between the inner and outer sheathing. 
The conning towers are of unusually heavy 
armor, The naval expert of the London Ma‘l 
in describing the new submarine writes: 

“When submerged to attack. an enemy 
all openings in the boat are closed, the mast 
is folded alone the deck. the of! engines are 
stopped and the terrific din which they make 
ceases. The air pressure in the boat is raised 
by pumps to test its stanchness. Then the 
diving ridders are set downward to elevate 
the stern and depress the hows, forcing the 
boat under, and a certain number of ballast

When 
cruising the tubes ate kept loaded with tor- 
pedoes, which are placed: in them either 
throngh an opening In the breech, exactly as 
in a gun, or through a door in the side. 
When a favorable opportonity for firing has 
come a cap which covers the outboard end 
of the tnbe is moved on one side and the 
torpedo is driven from the tube by the ex- 
pansion of a charge of compressed air. As

“Here is my recipe for @ fine sour 
pickle: To one gallon of cold vinegar add 
one cup of dry mustard and one cup of 
galt mixed together before adding to the 
liquid. Pack small cucumbers in glass 


| jars and fill these with the mixture just 
| described. Seal air tight. These are good 


in three weeks and will keep indefinitely. 

“ Here is a squash fritter recipe some 
one may like: One cup of summer squash, 
Boiled and mashed; two eggs, half a cup 
of milk, three tablespoons of flour mixed 
With one teaspoon of baking powder, one 
teaspoon sugar, a pinch each of salt, pep- 
per, and baking powder. If sour milk is 
‘used, put in enough soda to make it bub- 
ble, but use the baking powder also. The 
battér should be thicker than for pan- 
cakes and must be dropped in spoonfuls 
into an fron skillet in which drippings 
have been made hot. Fry the fritters the 
last minute after your dinner is ready to 
serve and place in @ covered dish.

The directions for vinegar come at @ 
good time, for pickling will continue well 
into the fall and the vinegar will also be 
of service with chili sauce, catsups, etc., 
which are made late in the season. The 
equesh fritters will supply a pleasing va- 
riety and can probably be made as well 
with cooked winter as with summer 
squash. In canning peppers and pimen- 
tos the same plam may be used as in 
canning okre and similar vegetables. 
Pick over the peppers, selecting those of 
wniform size, so far as possible, blanca 
them by laying them in boiling water for 
five minutes, draining and plunging at 
once into cold water. Pack the peppers 
then in jars, pouring in boiling water to 
fill the crevices and allowing a level tea- 
spoon of salt to each quart, lay on the 
rubbers and tops, partially closing the 
tops, and place the jars ina boiler of hot 
water: bring this to a boil and let the 
peppers stand thus for two hours. Re- 
move the jars, tighten the covers, and 
when cooked screw down as securely as 


-possibie, and set in a dark closet. Pimen- 


tos mey be put up in the same way. If 
any one else has a recipe which she has 
tested for canning either p'mentos or 
pickles and will send it to me I will be 
bappy to make room for it in the Corner.

HEN Liege fell after ten Gays of attack; 
when the French fortress of Maubeuge 
ended its resistance in two weeks, the 
western world said that modern siege 
howitzers had turned fortresses into cu- 
vious antiques. When we heard stories of Rus- 
gian forts holding out and throwing back the 
inveder we put them down as “Belgian victo- 
ries.” I remember writing something on the sub- 
gect that will have to come out when [| revise 
my notes on my trip around the war. 

The story of Premysl, which I heard from Gen. 
Bullivancff, who captured it, wes not encourag- 
ing to fort builders. 

After Hindenburg’s first defeat before Warsaw 
the Austrian army retreated to the Carpathian 
mountaine, leaving a garrison of 120,000 men itn 
Premysl 

As Russia lacked heavy guna, it could not at- 
tempt to storm the forts. Ingtead it threw an 
army of 70,000 men around the fort and followed 
into the Carpathians. 

Premys) had been fortified in the most modern 
manner. In addition elaborate field works had 
been made,before the siege. Such labyrinths of 
trenches as I saw there TI had r believed ex- 
isted. Before and between the forts the Aus- 
trians had put up veritable jungles of barbed 
wire. 

They must have expected vigorous attack, and 
they must have expected an early Austro-German 
advance from Cracow, because they left twice 
the normal garrison of the place and at frst 
made no attempt at economizing on food. 

When they finally realized that the Russians 
were merely blockading them and thet their re- 
lief was delayed they made sorties, but, hemmed 
in by their own barbed wire and subject to shell! 
and machine gun fire from all sides, they were 
unable to advance. They became demoralised 
and finally surrendered with three weeks of food 
still left. Even their destruction of forts and 
bridges was not complete. 

This failure increased the impression made 
pot me by Liege, Namur, Maubeuge, and Ant- 


werp. 
Forts Help Retreating Armies. 

When I was visiting the Guards corps I asked 
Gen. Bezobrazoff one day whether the experience 
of this war did not show that forts had become 
obsolete. The veteran replied that forts have 
certain moral disadvantages. They tend to in- 
fugnce @ nation to trust to stone and iron for 
the defense that can only come from a capable 
army, and they tempt generals to leave garrisons 
to be captured when they should take al] their 
men with the field army. : 

On the other hand, they are of inestimable 
Value as a refuge for a defeated army to rally 
Undef, as a defense to communications, as a pro- 
fection to the flank of an army, as a threat on 
the flank or rear of an advancing foe. ee 

He instanced how the armies retreating from 
Hast Prussia had taken refuge in Ossowetz, 
Grodno, and Olita; how the English had rested 
Under the guns of La Ferée; how his own corps 
had stopped Hindenburg at Ivangorod and 
Stined time for the troops to arrive and defeat 
him at Warsaw: how Paris had been a vital fac- 
tor at the Marne; how the Germans had used 
Konigsberg against Rennenkamp. 

“But when the great artillery comes up the 
fort becomes a liability, not an asset?’ I asked. 

“Certainly not, if both fort end men are good,” 
me replied. “Go and see Ossowets.”

During every respite the band paraded, and 
while the tired artillerymen rested, the infantry 
swarmed out and repaired the damage. First 
the defenses were remade, then other evidence 
of the bombardment was obliterated. ' 

The general explained that the appearance of 
@ fort in siege greatly affected the morale of the 
troops. He ought to know, as he was on the out- 
side of Plevna and the inside of Port Arthur. Of 
the trees blown down he made abattis. 

* It comes from Cesar’s time, and is still the 
beat,” he explained. “Besides, since the enemy 
cut it, courtesy requires its use.” 

He was an ideal old warrior, with a roar of 
laughter like the explosion of a shell. If he had 
not been a teetotaler I would compare him favor- 
ably with King Cole. He was the very man to 
encourage troops in the thankless task of de- 
fending a fort. 

I learned from him that the way to defend a 
fort was to fight from the utmost range of your 
guns, continually shelling the advancing trenches, 
countermining and counterattacking. 

Disposal and concealment are the modern tac- 
tics. When a garrison is driven behind its para- 
pets the enemy’s fire, being more concentrated, 
becomes more deadly. No longer can the defend- 
er depend upon the security of ea wall. 


Fort Equalizes Foe’s Superiority. 


“The soldier must never get the idea that the | 


fort is to keep him from contact with the enemy,” 
the general said. “It is only to equalize the 
enemy's superiority in numbers.” 

Indeed, in a modern siege the man in the front 
trench ie not necessarily the worst off. He faces 
bullet and bayonet and hand bomb, but be is 
saved the concussion of the great shelis. 

The Belgian forts wére a little old, but the 
real trouble was that the army was tes- young. 
It would not stand a bayonet attack outside the 
fort. It would not stand the shell fire within. 
Belgium is now paying the price of being belli- 
cose ahd unwarlike. If Liege and Namur had 
held like Ossowets there would be a different his- 
tory of the war in the west. 

At Ossowetz I have seen the ground dug up 
ike a garden spaded by a giant spade and foot 
thick trees sprawling like wheat cut by e drunk- 
én Titan. I can imagine the grande of Osso- 
wets under attack. 

The advance is in comparative safety as the 
shells sigg overhead, expecting a bayonet charge 


of greater numbers, yet confident in its own su-- 


perior physique. The reserve infantry remains in 
the casemates, unhurt, but never sure that one of 
the giant shells will not find a weak spot and 
throw their riven bodies high above the treetops. 

The artillery in its concealed batteries fires by 
compass and levels at an enemy as well con- 
cealed as itself. Other artillerymen also are out 
under fire, but without the comfort of action, 
their guns trained on the ground across which 
the hostile Infantry must advance. The old gen- 
eral is riding from point to point In his automo- 
bile and bursting into his heartening laugh as 
the shells break nearby. 

The smoke of birsting shells has risen above 
the forest. The surviving observers in the tree- 
tops can no longer direct the fire of their own 
batteries. The time has come for the German 
assault. The smoke colored battalions advance 
fin the same formation Napoleon used at Borodino. 


Charge Ends in Bayonet Fight. 

Now the defending general's foresight is re- 
warded. His artillery, ranged long before to 
cover the open ground, needs no instructions, but 
drives its shrapnel through the smoke pall. As 
the charging lines waver the tired German gun- 
ners redouble their efforts and fairly pump high 
explosive into the wooded hills. But they do not 
know where their target is, and nine out of ten 
shelis are harmless. 

Confused and broken, the advantage of num- 
bers gone, the Germans reach the advance trench. 

As they approach the Russian rifle fire dies 
away. The issue is decided by blade and fist and 
front teeth, as in the centuries past. 

Again and again has this performance been re- 
peated. But still the front Hine keeps the enemy 
far from the fort; still the artillery breaks the 


‘momentum of the infantry attack on the outer 


trenches. 
Ossowetz is a much smaller fort than Liege 


an@d Namur and Maubeuge and Antwerp, but it 
has stood much more punishment than all of 
these combined. 

Am old officer said: “You could not expect 
such untrained troops as the Belgians to stand 
modern artillery, and you know there fs no in- 
stance of untrained men stopping a bayonet at- 
tack in the open.”

N a previous article I wrote of the use and 

misuse of forts, taking as extremes Namur, 
| which surrendered in two days, leaving the 

Anglo-French armies in a perilous position, 

and Premysl, in which the Austrians left an 
army of 120,000 men to be surrounded and finally 
captured by scarcely half their number, and 
drawing the contrast with the fort of Ossowets, 
which the Russians have helé for five months 
against the most violent of attacks. Since then 
the Russian tactics have been shown in their 
evacuation of Premysl. 

When the Ruésian army was no longer able to 
hold its line on the river San it evacuated Pre- 
mysi, leaving only 6,000 wounded and 4,000 un- 
wounded soldiers in the works.

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that the evacuation of Premys! was a Russian 
success or that what is technically termed @ suc- 
cessful retreat ts a victory. I wish to establish 
the point that the fort of Premysl] was properly 
used to its full value as a fort and to reinforce 
the previously made statement thet forts properly 
constructed and properly used are of immeasura- 
ble value. 

We should have them in our country. 

I take it as a matter generally admitted that 
in the event of war with any military power 
which should obtain command of the sea it would 
be impossible to attempt to hold the seacoast 
states. Our whole object would be to keep the 
hostile army from the center of the nation during 
the years that it would take us to organize a suf- 
ficient force to detake the lost provinces. 


With forts it is @ military possibility, by the 


use of our regular army, our militia, and the or- 
ganization of naturalized Americans who received 
military training before they left thelr home 
country, and such troops as could be made avail- 
able in a hurry, to stop the enemy on the natural 
barriers which have been fought over since the 
white man came to America. 

For instance, there should be built, and always 
kept up to the latest developments, forts at Al- 
bany, Buffalo, Pittsburgh, Cumberland, Atlanta, 
Vicksburg, Houston, and the passes of the Sierra 
Nevadas and the Rocky mountains. 

With such points in our hands it would be pos- 
sible to maneuver our less mobile and less ef- 


fective troops ageinst an invading enemy. 


Principles of Fort Building. 

I have been allowed to visit modern forts and 
to sketch the general principles governing their 
eonstruction, which I submit for publication be- 
cause army officers are forbidden to instruct the 
public upon military affairs, The principles are 
es follows: 

Forts must be bullt across important lines of 
communication. 

It is desirable to bulld them at rafiroad centers, 
but against this ts the disedvantage that most 
railroad junctions are the sites of large cities, 
which for reasons of humanity ft is undesirable 
to render liable to siege. 

For the fort the point along the main Tine of 
railroad communication should be chosen which 
is naturally most defensible. 

The best defense is now, and it always has 
been, a stream running through marshy banks. 


‘Mud ts the greatest obstacle for troops to pass, 


and in winter time, when the mud is frozen, run- 
ning water is the strongest obstacle. It is not 
only hard to cross but it ts hard to mine under. 

The principle of Brialmont, namely, the num- 
ber of separate forts, is still the correct one, but 


I do not wish to be misunderstood in saying forts must be much larger than the ones he bduflt 
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Cross section detail of modern fort. 


and the gun positions must not be on exposed 
turrets but concealed among trees. 

The central fort must be at least 600 acres in 
extent and built in « group of hifis, natural or 
artificial. It ts surrounded by an emhenkment 
which, in the absence of natural features, is raised 
about forty feet high. 

The slope of the ground is that at which earth 
will Me, namely, about 80 degrees angle, except 
at the extreme top, where a concrete wall is built 
almost perpendicular for ten feet and painted the 
color of grass. 

Such an embankment, when properly construct- 
ed, is tndistinguishable from the background at a 
distance of 1,000 yards. 

On the top of the embankment is an infantry 
trench with a covered roof upon which grass is 
grown. This top ig strong enough to stop balis 
and shrapnel, and it is possible to build it strong 
enough to stop the shells of feld guns. 

The structure is without loopholes, so that, 
when desirable, troops can stand shoulder to 
shoulder and fire without hindrance, but steel 
shields are provided so that the opening may be 
closed, leaving apertures just large enough to 
look and snipe through. 

Brackets for machine guns are provided at fre- 
quent Intervals. 

The firing trench is interrupted ht intervals of 
a battalion deploy by emplacements for a battery 
of field artillery. 

Immediately back of the embankment and ten 
feet telow the level of the outside ts an asphalt 
roadway sixty to eighty feet wide down which 
runs @ railroadtrack. In this manner everything 
from troops to heavy guns can be brought to any 
desired spot with the least delay, and trooge in par- 
tienlar can be maneuvered as on a parade ground. 

The entire fort is planted with trees, preferably 
ef the pine variety, as these do not lose their 
jeaves in winter. 

Concealed among these trees are a great num- 
ber of gun positions for guns of various kinds 
and calibers from six inches in diameter up to the 
largest which modern artillery science affords. 

The fort must have many guns, but four or five 
times as many emplacements as guns. The em- 
placements consist of a concrete platform sur- 
rounded, except at the point of egress, by em- 
bankments ten to fifteen feet high. Naturally, 
howitzers emplacements may be sunk deeper than 
the emplacements of guns. 

Each gun has @ shrapnel proof shelter, and 
beside each gun for the crew, and as close as 
possible, is a covered roof capable of stopping 
everything but heavy shelis. : 

These gun emplacements are made as small as 
artillery experts deem possible, so as to limit the 


space in which a hostile shell can fall, 
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The guns are not mobile tn the sehse of field 
artillery, but are mounted on small wheels and 
can be moved along the perfect roads of the 
fortress. Thus when the enemy locates a battery 
of this kind it is moved by motor transport to 

another concealed position. 

In time of siege the infantry lives in casemates 
made of reinforced monolithic concrete. These 
casemates are made either by’ burrowing into « 
hill, or, in the absence of such hill, a concrete 
building is covered over with earth, then grass 
and shrubs and trees are planted on the sides and 
tops so as to render it indistinguishable to enemy 
telescopes and enemy aeroplanes. 

Only on its inner face and concealed in the 
trees are the casemates perpendicular, with wia- 
dows for ventilation. 

During the bombardment these windows are 
closed with steel doors, much like those used on 
office vaults, but heavier, to keep out shell 
splinters and the concussion of exploding shells. 

It appears that the casemates of the Belgians 
were not heavy enough to stop the shelis of the 
great German howitzers. They were bullt when 
six inch howitzers were the heaviest known. 

In the same way the casemates of a better fort 
—Port Arthur—were penetrated by the Japanese 
eleven inch shells. 

The modern Russian forts were built with the 
lesson of Port Arthur as a model, and I have seen 
dents where the big German shells struck and 
failed to penetrate. 


Can Be Withstood. 

When tales of the effect of German bombard- 
ment on Belgian forts first reached America it 
was popularly supposed that nothing could be 
built strong enough to withstand them Sheer 
nonsense! The penetrative power of any gun and 
any projectile has its specific limit, and this 
established it is no difficult matter to bulld « 
defense sufficiently strong to withstand it. 

Personally I believe that a six inch stee] plate 
on top of the brick of Mrialmont’s forts would 
have kept out even the forty-two centimeter 
shells. 

When the fort Is under bombardment and the 
windows of the casemates are closed, air is sup- 
plied by mechanical ventilation. 

With the use of asphyxiating gases the venti- 
lating system may become more of a danger than 
a safety. Defense must be found in the storage 
of compressed air or in oxygen tanks to be used 
until the asphyxiating gases have blown away—a 
simple matter. 

When the worst arrives, the bombardment of 
the forts will be so general and cover the ground 
so thoroughly that it will be no longer practical 
to use the batteries in open emplacements before 
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to, which depend so generally upon con- 
Cealment for their security.

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The modern turret guns are not mounted in the 
epen as Briaiment’s were. They are concealed as 
carefully as tngenuity can devise.

These turrets are hermetically sealed. The men 
at the guns only load them; elevation and direc- 
tion are controlled electrically from an observa- 
tion station.

: 


Observation stations are many. 

The actual station controlling the gun may be 
in @ steel chamber located toward the top of a 
nearby mound, with revolving openings for the 


- wee of the sighting officer and little peepholes to 


look through. Even these peepholes must give 
place to the use of periscopes, as in battleships. 

At one of the forts I visited a shell of the 
largest caliber had struck upon one of these steel 
observation chambers. It had failed to penetrate, 
but generated go great and so instantaneous «6 
heat as to burn the head of the observer to cinder. 

The actual] laying of the guns may also be done 
tn a deep chamber far from danger of shell pene- 
tration, according to instruction by telephone 
from other observers. These observers may be in 
treetops. They may be in the most advanced 
trenches. Before the fort is entirely surrounded 
they may be in farmhouses or hayricks miles 
away. They may be in aeroplanes, communicat- 
ing by wireless. In fact, ft is a rare thing that 
the man who lays the gun ever sees the point he 
is shooting at. 

The fort is built to take advantage of such 
natural defenses as may be found—ravines, 
streams, precipices, etc.; but In addition to these 
centain artificial defenses must never be omitted. 

Immediately outside of the embankment must 
be a moat so wide that no beams which men can 
carry will reach across. It must be made as deep 
as possibile. 

On the bank on the outside of the moat, con 

fom the enemy.js a complete assortment 
of barbed wire and other forms of abattis. 

On the Inner side for a short distance above the 
water's edge stee] spikes like those used in bear 
pits are planted. ; 

At the corners of the moat on the enemy side 
machine guns are concealed to fire on the enemy 
when an attack is made and there is an attempt 


to cross the moat by pontoon bridge or other 


means. 

These machine guns are protected by heavy 
concrete roofs, to keep out hostile shell fre and 
sapping operations. They are connected with the 
inner fort by a passage running under the moat, 
which is so constructed that when the machine 
gun emplacements must be abandoned it will be 
flooded by water from the moat, so as not toe 
furnish a doorway to the fort. 

Behind the roadway, just inside of the embank- 
ment surrounding the fort, is a second moat, 
identical with the first, and inside of that another 
embankment, commanding the former and in every 
respect similar. 

Where the country is rising, line may be bullt 
behind line as far as the skill of engineers and 
the parsimony of appropriations will permit. 

Around the central fort are a series of lesser 
forts. From the central fort to each of these runs 
a roadway forty to eighty feet wide. This road- 
way is sunk ten feet below the natural surface 
of the ground and the excavation is used to build 
an embankment on each side, like the embank- 
ment of the fort itself. Much care must be taken 
to make the road as safe as possible from enemy 
artillery fire. 

The embankment also fs laid In such fashion as 
to enfilade the gound between each of the roads 
running from the central fort to the ring forts by 
rifle, machine gun, and field fire. 

The outer forts must be placed with regard to 
the natural condition of the ground, and if 'posst- 
ble should be within 2,000 yards of one another; 
in other words, should leave no spot safe from 
machine gun fire. | 


Built Like Central Fort. 


These forts are built like the central fort, with 
moats, embankments, turrets, hidden gun em- 
placements, casemates, and should never have 
less than two lines of defense, because, if the first 
is taken by sudden assault, the garrison of each 
fort sheuld hold the inner defense while rein- 
forcements are hurried along the protected roads. 

It t@ inevitable that between the forts there 
will be “dead ground”; also that there will be 
pointe particularly adapted to defense. Te cover 
the first and take advantage of the second. specia) 
field works are constructed and connected with 
the forts or roadways by trenches. The engineer 
tries to build these tin such a fashion that men in 
them are protected from enemy fire, but are open 
to fire from fortress positions. 

Forts usually fal) soon or late to infantry at- 
tack. Except in case of cowardice, treachery, or 
lack of training of the garrison, they never fall 
to bombardment alone. Hence everything possi- 
ble must be done to hold back the hostile in- 
fantry. 

Barbed wire, used frst, I believe, by the Spanish 
army in Cuba, is the commonest form of infantry 
obstruction, although the Roman use of stakes in 
holes and of trees laid top end toward the enemy 
ia still] much in vogue. Pointed steel fences have 
certain advantages and disadvantages. All thése 
forms of entanglement are used. . 

In the first place, a general wall of -ire is put 
around the entire circumference of all the forts. 
Then each fort has its own wire fence. There is 
a wire fence on the outside of each moat, and 
there is wire on the enemy side of the embank- 
ments. Every little field work has its special

The board wil! receive with equal satis- 
faction a two dollar bill. 

This is the plan—the offering of a day's 
wage, big or Nttle—adopted for the 
raising of @ special emergency fund of 
$400,000 to enable the board to finish the 
year free from debt and carry on the 

work in the various fields without cur- 
tailment. 

The fund has already reached §300,000 
and it is hoped withm «4 few weeks 
the total amount will be secured. 

The Rt Rev. Arthur 8. Lioyd, D. D., 
is president of the board of missions 
with headquarters at 281 Fourth avenue, 
New York, and W. R. Stirling, 10 South 
LaSalle street, Chicago, is in charge of 
‘the fund for the Chicago diocese. 

The result of the plan of asking for a

given over end above all regular offerings 
‘ for the missionary work of the churoh 
ibas brought many interesting and petu- 

Mar responses. 

From the Corn Creek miesion, South 
Dakota, came a subscription of $100. 
The list of donors included the following: 
Louisa Red Horse, Levi Long Bull, 
Mr. and Mrs. Charging Bear, Mr. and 
Mrs. Lone Wolf, Mises Angelique Fire 
thunder, and Daniel Bad Wound.

Gold watches, table silver and family 
heirlooms have alto been given. One 
donor sent a set of after-dinner coffee 
spoons which she said shé hed owned for 
thirty years. 

The Sunday schools in Honolulu con- 
tributed $1,062. A committee on which 
were three white men, one Chinese, one 
Japanese, one Korean and one Hawaiian, 
was placed in charge of the campaign 
for the collecting of the one day's wage 
offering. 

One stenographer collected from her 
friends on the day's wage baeis §600 and 
sent it to the fund. 

+ The missionaries have been among the 
firat to respond. Every missionary in 
the diocese of Tokyo, Japan, contributed 
at least one day's wages. Fourteen mis- 
sionaries fn the district of Hankow, 
China, contributed $100, some contribut- 
ing several day’s income and none less 
than one day's income. 

There have been a few large gifts. About 
two weeks ago Bishop Tuttle, the pre- 
siding bishop of the Protestant Episcopal 
church, who is one of the most ardent 
promoters of the plan for securing the 
emergency fund, sent in a subscription 
from two of his friends for $25,100. 
There have also been two gifts of $5,000 
each, one of $4,000, five gifts of $3,000, two

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Construction of a Modern Fortress. 


(Continued from first page.) 


‘Jn addition to this, running through the 
territory between the forts and the roads 
connecting the forts with the center, are 
carefully platted wiredefenses, 90 laid as 
to confuse the attack of the enemy and 
to herd him into corners, where he will 
be more easily killed by machine guns. 
Tm them are carefully placed openings 
through which the defending infantry 
can maneuver. 

Such in brief is the construction of the 
gnodern fort. But the main defense of 
the fort must be made from 1,000 to 2.000 
yards beyond the front wall of the attack 
side. Here in ordinary field works the 
infantry must stay as long as possible. 
While the infantry stays here it is not 
likely that the hostile artillery observers 
will locate many of the defensive bat- 
teries. 

_ Anybody who wishes to test this may 


_ take his field glasses into the country. 


and see what hecan make out of a wooded 
hilt a mile or more away. | 

While the defensive artillery is con- 
cealed from view it in turn can bombard: 
the hostile infantry with perfect know!- 
edge of the range and with great effect. 
It can also search the likely gun positions, 
and will score a great number of hits, 
particularly on the enemy's heavy guns, 
which must be located on very solid 
ground reached by railroad. 

At Ossowetz, for instance, the Russians 
struck and destroyed a German forty- 
two centimeter gun which they had never 
geen but which was located in a likely 
spot known to the defense, 

However, in war numbers must eventu- 
ally tell. The inrantry finally will be driver 
into the fort. Enemy observers will plot 
on maps the location of batteries in this 
fort; they also will plot its exact dimen- 
gions. In due time tremendous fire will 
be opened on it, a certain proportion of 
shelis being aimed at the known artillery 
positions and others sent to search every 
nook and corner. , 

This fort will be able to make but little 
reply. Its parapet will be knocked to 
pieces, its wire entanglements blown to 
bits. The other forts will reply, and_in

These are signs of winter, even in the 
August sky. Fomalbaut, which is be- 
ginning to shine conspicuously in the far 
south, is a portent of autumn, put Ca- 
pella and the Pleiades reveal the ap- 
proach of phenomena unindicated by any 
sign of vegetation. 

Spica, swinging off beyond Arcturus, — 
beyond the end of the handle of the Big 
Dipper, has, at the hour when Capella 
has come into view, disappeared. Arc- 
turus himeelf is slow on the western hori- 
zon. Antares is far south and west, a 
red eye in the lonely southern sky. Vega 
is overhead, and its lesser companions— 
Deneb and Altair—are nearer the zenith. 

Algol, the Winking Demon, hes pre 
ceded Capella into the eastern sky by two 
hours. Algol is one of the variables 
which will repay even casual observa- | 
tion. Its transition from one magaitude 
to another is rapid enough to be present- 
ed startlingly. It is this transition which 
has given it the name of the Winking 
Demon.

One May evening in Washington,—and a May evening in Washington is apt to 
be a delightful thing,—my old friend, Mr. Zenas C. Robbins, was sitting with his 
wife and reading aloud, when Mr. Elihu B. Washburne called. Mr. Washburne 
was not then the personage he afterwards became as Secretary of State and as 
Minister to France, where, after a fashion our Ministers have, he was the only 
foreign Minister remaining in Paris during the siege. He came that evening to 
introduce his friend, Abraham Lincoln, to a delightful family. This was in the 

r 1849. 
er" Mr.-Robbins had lived ten years in St. Louis, and was well acquainted with a 
great portion of Illinois, there was much to talk about. I can imagine that Mr. 
Lincoln made the evening lively with many a story of the regions familiar to them 
both. They had common ground also in their sympathy with the oppressed, and 
in the questions that later convulsed the country. 

Mr. Robbins did not see anything awkward or uncouth in his visitor; he was too 
much :engaged in observing his frank and friendly demeanor and his cordial 
address. ‘I distinctly remember Mr. Lincoln’s eyes,” said Mr. Robbins. “They 
were in color a clear dark hazel; and more beautiful eyes never looked out of a 


human face. Their varying expressions were those of gentleness, kindness, hon-- 


esty, sagacity, manliness, and an open-hearted confidence that inspired confidence 
in return.” 

A few days after this beginning of acquaintance Mr. Lincoln came into the 
office of Mr. Robbins,—who was an attorney and solicitor of patents,—with the 
model of a.steamboat under his arm. It was a boat of the flat-bottomed type used 
on the western and southern rivers. He placed the model on Mr. Robbins’ table, 
and proceeded to explain the principles it embodied, and on which he desired to 
take out “letters patent,” “if,” he:said, with his accustomed modesty of manner 
which would never have led you to believe he was really in many ways the greatest 
man of his generation, ‘it may be found that those principles are new.” >
